Whrbkas at Lausanne, on the 2ltli day of July, 1923, a Treaty of Peace with Turkey 
(hereinafter referred to as “ The Treaty’’) was signed on behalf of His .Majesty ; 

And WHRKEA^t at Lau.sanne, on the same date, the conventions, protocols and decla¬ 
ration mentioned iu the First Schedule to this Order were also siguoil oil behalf of His 
Majesty, and at Paris on the 23rd day of November, 1923, there was al.so so signed a coii- 
vontion relating to the assess.;! iit and reparation of ilamage suffered in Turkey by the 
nationals of the contracting Powers and the protocol aniie.ved thereto : 

And WHKRKAS by the T'reaiy of Peace (Turkey) Act, 1924, it was provided that His 
Majesty might make such appointments, establish such otlices, make such Orders in 
Council, ami do such things as appeared to Him to bo necessary for carrying out the 
Treaty and the said conventioiis, protocols and declaration, and fur giving etfcct to any of 
the provisions thereof, and that any Order in Council made under that Act might pro¬ 
vide for the imposition, by summary process or otherwise, of penalties in respect of 
breach of the iirovisions thereof, and might jirovide for granting /fxemption from stamp 
duty in cases where such o.veinption was roquirfd under the Treaty, and for conferring on 
courts within Ills Majesty’s Dominions jurisdiction in cases where, under the convemion 
respecting Conditions of Residence and Business and Jurisdiction such courts are alone to 
have jurisdiction : 

And WHRUKA8 the Treaty contains the Articles set out in the first column of Parti 
of the Second Schedule to this Order (a translation wheroof is, for the purpose of con¬ 
venience, set forth in the second column thereof), and the last mentioned convention 
contiiins tin* Article set out in tho first column of Part II of that Schedule (a translation 
whereof la, for tho purpose of convenience, set forth in the second column thereof), and 
it is expedient that for the purposes of giving oiVoct thereto the provisions hereinafter 
contained shall have ofTect: 

And Wlfi^RBAR by sections 4 and 9 of the Indian Enemy 'rradiiig Act, 191.j (.XIV of 
191.*)) and Government of India notification No. tJ()."),')W.li, dated 22ud July, 1916, issued 
under that Act and by Section 7 of tho Indian Enemy Trading Act, 1946 (X of 1916) it 
was provided that the custodians of enemy property appointed under tho Indian Enemy 
Trading Act, 191.'), shouhl, subject to tho provisions therein mentioned, hohl any money 
paid to and any ]>roperty vestitd in them under those .\cts, and should deal with the same 
in such a manner as the Governor-tluneral in Council might ilirect. 

And WHRRKAR by treaty, grant, usage, suilrance, or other lawful means Ills Majesty 
has power and jurisdiction in territories and in regard to persons in India outside 
British India, and is pleased by virtue of and in exerci.'O of the powers vested in Him by 
the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1390, and all other powers enabling Him in this behalf, to 
extend the provisions of this Oriler to such territories or persons. 

NOW, THEREFORE, His Majesty, by ami with tho advice of His Privy Council, is 
pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered us follows:— 

1. Tho Articles of the Treaty set out in Part I of the Second Schedule to 
shall have full force and elTect as law, and for the purpose of carrying o.>'j 
Articles tho following provisions shall have effect:— 

(0 A cui'todian of enemy propvty shall, on the direction of tho Gover.V an-r _ 

in Council, pay or transfer any money held by him or property^SHted in 
him uiidor the Indian Fluemy Trading Acts, 1915 and 1916, to any person 
to whom it is payable or transferable under the Treaty. 

{»*) Tho competent authority for tho purposes of Article 70 of the Treaty, in so far 
an it applies to money or other property in India shall be tho custodian of 
enemy property appointed for the area iu which such money or other 
property is situated or if no such custodian has been appointed, the Governor 
General in Connoil. 
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(tit) All (leciBiona of the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal conatitutod under Section V 

Part 111 of the Treaty, if within the juriadictiun of that tribunal, ahall be final 
and concluaive and binding on all courts, and any award of the Mixed 
Arbitral Tribunal may bo enforced in the principal Oivil Court of original 
juriadictiun of tb * place where the money or other property is situated 
in the aaiiie Uiannur aa a decree obtained in that Court to the same 
elfect. . ^ 

• 

(fy) For ahe purpose of enforcing the attendance of wltneaaes before the Mixed 
Arbitral Tribunal, wherever sitting, whether within or witliout His 
Majesty’e Dominions, and compelling the production before the tribunal 
of documonta, a Hecretary of the Qovernnient of India shall have power to 
issue orders which shall have the like effect as if the proceedings before 
the tribunal were an action in a court and the order were a formal process 
issued by that court in the due exercise of its jurisdiction, and disobedience 
to any such order shall bo punishable under the Indian Penal Code (Act 
XLV of 1860). 

(n) The Controller of I’atents and Designs shall have power as from the coming into 
force of the Treaty in cases where patents and designs are revived under the 
provisions of Article 87 of the Treaty, to impose such conditions as ho may 
deem reasonably necessary for the protection of the rights of third parties 
who have exploited or made use of patents or designs during the time whilst 
they had lapsed. 

2. The agreement contained in Article 16 of the Convention resptMiting Conditions 
of Kesidence^ind Business aud Jnrisdiction, set out in Fart II of the Second Schedule 
to this Order, shall have full force aud olfect as law, and for the purpose of carrying out 
the said agreement the following provisions shall have effect: — 

(i) In all oases where, in pursuance of the agreement conlaiucd in the said Article 16, 
courts established in British ti^rritory are to have jurisdiction, Ilis Majesty’s 
Supreme Court of Judicature in Knglaud shall be the court having such juris¬ 
diction, except where the case is one where, apart from this provision, some 
other court within His Majesty's Dominions would have juriAliction : 

Provided that where, as respects any case jurisdiction as to which is so conferred 
on His Majesty's Supremi; Court of Judicature in England, on ap])lication 
being made to the BiiproiiKt Court of Cyprus, or to a superior.court in any 
other part of llis Majesty’s Domirdons which may from timu to time be 
authorised fur the purpose by an Order in Corincil under the Treaty of I’eaco 
(Turkey) Act, 1924, it is ma<lo to appear to that court that the case could be 
more conveniently trie l in that court than in His Majesty’s Supreme Court 
of Judicature in England, the Supreme Court of (.'yprus, or such other 
siiporiur court as aforessiid, shall have jurisdiction in the matters, subject to 
file following qualifications, that is to say:— 

(a) where proceedings have been instituted in Ilis Majesty’s Supreme Court of 

^ Judicature in England, no such application shall be made without the 

leave of that court: 

(fi) where the matter is one with respect to wliich the Supreme Court of Cyprus 
or the superior court of any other part of His Majesty’s Dominions, has 
nut jurisdiction in relation to persons domicile<l in Cyprus or that other 
part as the case may be, nothing in this Article shall authorise applications 
to bo made to, or confitr jurisdiction on, that supreme court or superior 
court. 

(ii) The law to be administered in His Majesty’s Supreme Court of Judicature in 
England, or tlie Supremo Court of Cyprus or other such superior court as 
aforesaid, in any case where jurisdiction is conferred on the court by this 
Article, shall be the law which would have been applicable to the case 
under Article 90 of the Ottoman Order in Council, 1910, had the case been 
tried by a court establishotl by and acting under that Order. 

Interpretation Act, 1889, applies for the interpretation of this Order in like 
mahRBK V >t applies for the interpretation of an Act of Parliament, and as if this Order 
were an Act of Parliament. 

4. This Order shall apply to India, and shall be deemed to have come Into operation 

as from the date when the Treaty of Peace came into force, that is to say the sixth day of 
August, nineteen hundred and twenty-four. • 

5. This Order may bo cited as “ The India Peace Treaty (Turkey) Order, 1924.”

(ri) Contracts of mortgage, pledge or 
lien, 

(e) Contracts constituting companies, 
excepting ' societes en nom 
collectif ’■ which do not cons¬ 
titute, under the law to which 
they are subject, an entity 
separate from that of the per¬ 
sons of which they are com¬ 
posed (partnerships). 

(/) Contracts, whatever may be their 
piirposo, concluded between 
individuals or companies and 
the State, proviliens, municipali¬ 
ties or other similar juridicial 
persons charged with adminis¬ 
trative functions.

In case of failure to reach agreement 
within two months from the Coming into 
force of the present Treaty, tlie president 
shall l)e appointed, upon the request of 
oue of the Gover iiuieut.s conceriieil, from 
among uatinnals of Powers which 
remained neutral during the war, by the 
Presiilent of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice at The Uaguo. 

If within the said period of two mouths 
one of tlie Governments concerned does 
not appoint a member to represent it on 
the Tribunal, the Council of the League of 
Nations will have power to proceed to the 
appointment of such member upon the 
rt^i(ue3t of the other Government con- 
cerncii.

Article 95 . 

The Mixed Arbitral Tribunals shall be 
guided by justice, equity and good faith. 

Each Triliunal will determine the 
language to be used before it, and shall 
order such translations to be made as are 
necessary to ensure that the proceedings 
are completely understood; it will lay 
down rules and time limits for the pro¬ 
cedure to be observed. These rules must 
j be based on the following principles :— 

' 1. The procedure shalf include the 

preseutation of a memorial and 
a counter-memorial respec¬ 
tively, with the option of 
presenting a reply and a re¬ 
joinder.

Daring the present year, there has been some recovery, exports for the four months 
ending the 31et July last amounting to 80,000 tons. 

4. It is evident from these figures that the competition from which the Indian coal 
industry is now suffering is not so much in the Indian market as in overseas markets, 
auch as Colombo and Singapore. It is also evident that overseas markets cannot be 
recovered by the protection of the Indian market. They can only be recovered by im¬ 
proving and grading the quality of coal for export, and by reducing the cost of production 
and transport. At the same time, it is possible that the measures which are necessary tu 
recover the overseas market, may be sufficient, without further protection, to enable 
Indian coal to meet competition in the home market. 

5 The grading and transport of coal are highly technical subjects, with which the 
Tariff Board is not fully equipped to deal. The Government of India have, therefore, 
decided to appoint an expert Committe, representative of the interests concerned, to 
■ consider this side of the question, with the following terms of reference : 

“ To enquire and report 

(1) generally what measures can be taken by Government, by the coal trade, by 

the railways and by the ports, whether singly or in combination, to stimu¬ 
late the export of suitable coal from Calcutta to Indian and fur.iiga porta ; 
and 

(2) in particular, whether effective measures can be taken for the pooling and 

grading of Indian coal for export and for bunkering, and how the cost of 
such measures should be met.”

♦ ’ Fm ilities .Icf, 1924. 

I. In accordance with section 2 of the Trade Facilities Act, I‘.>24, arising out of the 
discussions at the Imperial Conference, tlie Treasury are authorised, subject to certain 
terms and conditions, to make a contribution of an amount not exceeding three*quarters 
of tlie interest payable in the first live years of tho currency of a loan raised in the 
United Kingdom by or on behalf of any Public Utility undertaking in any part of His 
Majesty’s Dominions. All payments under this section will he made to the Oovernment 
of that part of Ills Majesty’s Dominions. In no case will the Treasury contribution be 
paid direct to any company or Municipality. 

II. The Capitfd sum ou tchich the coutrihutiuii is based will he limited to the cost of 
the materials to he porrhased and maiiufarlured in the United Kingdom, 

III. The Treasury have set up a C’oinmitice to advise them of the cases in which 
they can properly make contributions. The Committee consi.^ts of representatives of the 
Treasury, the Board of Trade, the Colonial Office, ami the India Otlico. 

IV. The Committee think it hseful to indicate broadly the information which will 
be required at tlie outset:— 

A. Details of the scheme with information as to the total cost and the part of the 

total cost in respect of which assistance is required, and information as to 
the economic justification or desirability of the project. 

B. Evidence to show that the whole scheme can be fiuanceil, particulars of the 

orders to be placeil in the United Kingdom, and evidence that the prices to 
be paid for the same are fair aiid reasonable. 

C. Evidence that the scheme is approved by the Uovernment concerned and that 

the expenditure involved in the scheme is in anticipation of expenditure 
which would normally have been incurred at a later date. 

V. In order that the iTovernment concerned may be fully informed and their 
approval to the scheme obtained without unnecesssary tlelay, a duplicate copy of the 
application should be sent to the Government at the same time as application is made to 
the Committee. 

VI. In the event of thi‘ Committee in their discretion requiring legal or technical 
advice in the conshieration of any application, the cost of obtaining such advice will have 
to be met by tho applicant. 

VII. In accordance with the Trade Facilities Act, llf24, the Committee wish to point 
out that this scheme is available only in respect of Public Utility undertakings which are 
defined as undertakings for providing and / or improving communications, drainage or 
irrigation, or for providing power, lighting or water. The Committee also wish to point 
out that the Act requires that the Treasury contribution shall be confined to loans raiseil 
in the United Kingdom. Particulars of the total amount and terms of the proposed loan, 
showing how such is to be obtained, will be required by the Committee. 

VIII. The attention of applicants is also drawn to the following over-riding con¬ 
ditions :— 

1. The total sum payable by the Treasury must not exceed £l,000,0l')0 in any one 

year. 

2. The total sum payable by the Treasury must not exceed £5,000.000 in all. 

3. No undertaking by the Treasury to give assistance can be given after three

No. 6 OP 1924. 


A Bill to amend and consolidate the lau’ relating to Govern¬ 
ment and other Brovident Funds. 

WlIEREAA it is expedient to iiiiieu 1 and consolidate the 
law relating to Government and other Provident Funds ; It is 
hereby enacted as follows :— 

Short title, 1, (/) This Act may be called the Provident Funds Act, 

extent end lyo 

cummeiicemcnt. 

^ (2) It extends to the whole of British India, including 

British Bulnehistan. 

(5) It shall come into force on such date as the Governor- 
General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette of India, 
appoint. 

Ttcfinitiuii*. 2 . In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the 

subject or context,— 

(a) “ compulsory deposit ” means a subscription to, or 
deposit in, a Provident Fund which, under the 
rules of the Fund, is not, until the happening of 
some specified contingency, repayable on demuinl 
otherwise than for the purpose of the payment of 
premia in respect of a policy of life insurance, and 
includes any onntribtitiou credited in respect of any 
such subscription or deposit and any interest or 
increment which has accrued under (he rules of the 
Fund on any such subscription, deposit or con¬ 
tribution, and also any such subscription, deposit, 
contribution, interest or increment remaining to 
the credit of the subscriber or ilepositor after the 
happening of any such contingency; 
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(ft) “ oontributioQ ** nieana any umoant credited in a 
Provident Fnnd, by the authority l-y which the 
Fund hua beeu constituted, by way of addition to, 
or otherwise in respect of, a subscription to, or 
deposit in, the Fund; and ** contributory Provident 
Fond ” means a Provident Fund the rules of wiiich 
provide for the crediting of contributions ; 

“dependant” means any of the following relatives of a 
deceased subscriber to, or a depositor in, a Provident 
Fund, namely, a wife, husband, parent, child, minor 
brother, unmarried sister and a deceased son’s widow 
and child, and, where no parent of the subscriber 
or depositor is alive, a paternal grandparent; 

(d) “Government Provident Fund” means a Provident 

Fuml, other than a Railway Provident Fund, con* 
stituted by the authority of the Government for any 
class or classes of its employees or for teachers in 
educational institutions; 

(e) “ Provident Fund” means a fnnd in which eiibscriptions 

or deposits of any class or classes of employees are 
received and held on their individual accounts, and 
includes any contributions credited in respect of 
such subscriptions or deposits and any interest or 
increment accruing on such subscriptions, «lopositB 
or contributions under the rules of the Fnnd ; 

(/) “railway administration” means— 

(t) any company administering a railway or tramway in 
British India either umler a special Act of Parlia* 
meat or of the Indian or a local Legislature, or 
under contract with the Secretary of State for 
India in Goiincil, the Governor-General in (’ouncil 
or a Local Government, or 

(ti) the manager of any railway or tramway administered 
by the Governor-General in Council or a Local 
Governmeni, 

and includes, in any case referred to in sub-clause (ti), the 
Governor-General in Council or the Local Govern¬ 
ment, as the case may be; 

(ff) “Railway Provident Fund” means a Provident Fund 
constituted by the authority of a railway adminis¬ 
tration for any class or classes of its employees. 


3 , (f) A compulsory deposit in any Government or Railway 
Provident Fund shall not in any way be capable of being 
assigned or oharged and shall not be liable to attachment under 
any decree or order of any Civil, Revenue. or Criminal Court 
in respect of any debt or liability incurred by the subscriber 
or depositor, ainl neither the Oilicial Assignee nor any receiver 
appointed under the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920, shall be y 
entitled to, or have any claim on, any such compulsory 
deposit. 

(2) Any sum standing to the credit of any subscriber lot 
or depositor in, any such Fund at the time of his decease and 
payable under the rules of the Fnnd to any dependant of the 
subscriber or depositor, or to such person as may bo authorised 
by law to receive payment on his behalf, shall, subject to any 
deduction authorised by this Act and, save where the depend¬ 
ant is the widow or child of the subscriber or depositor, subject 
also to the rights of an assignee under an assignment made 
before the commencement of this Act, vest in the dependant, 
and shall, subject as aforesaid, be free from any debt or other 
liability incurred by the deceased or incurred by the dependant 
before the death of the sub.soribor or depositor. 

4 . (/) When under the rules of any Government or Railway 
Provident Fund the sum standing to the credit of any sub^ 
oriber or depositor, or the balance thereof after the making of 
any deduction authorised by this Act, has become payable, the 
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oiBcer whose duty it is to make the payment shall pay the snm 
or balance, aa the case may be, to the subscriber or depositor, or, 
if he is dead, shall— 

(a) if the sum or balance or any part thereof vests in a 
dependant under the provisions of section 3, pay the 
same to the dependant or to snch person as may be 
authorised by law to receive payment on his behalf ; 
or 

(/>) if the whole sum or balance, as the case may be, does 
not exceed five thousand rapees, pay the same, or 
any part thereof which is not payable under 
clause (a), to any person nominated to receive'it 
under the rules of the Fund, or, if no person is so 
nominated, to any person appearing to him to be 
otherwise entitled to receive it; or 

(c) in the case of any sura or balance, or any j)art thereof, 
which is not payable to any person’under clause (a) 
orcl.ius j (6), pay the same— 

0 

(t) to any perst)n nominated to receive it under 
the rnles of the Fund, on production by 
such person of probate or letters of ad¬ 
ministration evidencing the grant to him of 
administration to the estate of the deceased 
or a certificate granted under the Succes- 
sion Certificate Act, 1889, or under the 
Bombay Regulation VIII of 1827, entitling 
the holder thereof to receive payment of 
such snm, balance or part, or 

(tt) where no persoti is so nominated, to any person 
who produces such probate, letters or certi¬ 
ficate : 

Provided that, where the whole or any part of any sum 
standing to the credit of the subscriber or depositor has beett 
assigned to any other person before the commencement of this 
Act, and notice in writing of the assignment has been received 
by the ofiRcer from the assignee, the officer shall, after making 
any deduction authorised by this Act and any payment due 
under clause (a) to or on behalf of the widow or children of 
the subscriber or depositor, 

(t) if the subscriber or depositor or, if he is dead, the person 
to whom in the absence of any valid assignment the 
sum or balance would be payable under this sub¬ 
section gives his consent in writing, pay the sum or 
part of the balance thereof, as the case may be, to 
the assignee, or 

(t») if such consent is nut forthcoming, withhold payment 
of the sum, part or balance as the case may be, 
pending a decision of a competent Civil Court us to 
the person entitled to receive it. 

(^) The making of any payment authorised by sub-section 
(/) shall be a full discharge to the Government or the railway 
administration, as the case may be, from all liability in respect 
of so much of the sum standing to the creilit of the subscriber 
or depositor as is equivalent to the amount so paid. 

5 , (I) Subject to the provisions of this Act, but otherwise 
notwithstanding anything contained in any law for the time 
being in force or any disposition, whether testamentary or 
otherwise, by a subscriber to, or depositor in, a Government or 
Railway Provident Fund of the sum standing to his credit in the 
Fund, or of any part thereof, any nomination, duly made in 
accordance with the rules of the Fund, which purports to 
confer upon any person the right to receive the whole or any 
part of such sum on the death of the subscriber or depositor, 
shall be deemed to confer such right absolutely, until such 
nomination is varied by another nomination made in like 
manner or is expressly cancelled by the subscriber or depositor 
by notice given in such manner and to such authority as is pre¬ 
scribed by those rules. 
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{2) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Saoceeaion 
Certiiicute Act, I >89, of the Bombay Begnlation VIII of 1827, Tiioti889. 
any such person shu]l, on the death of the aabsoriber or 
depositor, be entitled to the grant of a oertidcate under that Act 
or that Kegnlatioii, us the case may be, entitling him to receive 
payment of such sum' or part, and soch certiKcute shall not bo 
deeined to be invalidati^d or superseded by any grant to any 
other person of probate or letters of administration to the estate 
of the deceased. 

6. ‘When the sum standing to the credit of any subscriber 
or depositor in any Government or Railway Provident Fund 

^wbich is a contributory Provident Fund becomes payable, 
there may, if the anthority liy which the Fund has been con¬ 
stituted so directs, be deducted therefrom and paid to that 
authority— 

{a) any amount due under a liability incurred by the 
■ subscriber or depositor to that authority, but not 
exceeding in any case the total amount of any 
contributions credited to the acoonnt of the subs¬ 
criber or depositor anil of any iuterest or increment 
which has accrued ou such contributions ; or 
[b) where the subscriber or depositor has been dismissed 
from the employment of that anthority, or where 
he has resigned snob employment within five years 
of the coinmenoement thereof, the whole or any 
part of (he amount of any such contributions, 
interest and iucreinent. 

7 . No suit or other legal proceeding shall lie against any 
person in respect of anything which is in good faith done or 
intended to be done under this Act. 

8 . The Local Government may, by notification in the local 
official Gazette, direct that the provisions of this Act shall apply 
to any Provident Fund established for the benefit of its 
employees by any local anthority within the meaning of the 

Local Authorities Loans Act, 1914, and, on the making of such iXoflSH. 
declaration, this Act shall apply accordingly, as if sncii 
Provident Fond were a Government Provident Fund and such 
local authority were the Government. 

9. Nothing in section 4 or section ^ shall apply to money 
belonging to any estate for the purpose of the administration 
of which the Regimental Debts Act, 189.3, applies. 

10 . The enactments mentioned in the Schednle arb hereby 
repealed to the extent specified in the fourth column thereof.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Provident .Fande Act at present provtdeH that any hiiiiib HlandiiiK to the credit of 
depositortt in Provident Funds to which the Act applies at the decease of the depositor and 
which are paj’able, under the rules of the Fund, to the widow or cliihiren of tiie dec(sise<t 
shall vest in such widow or children. Sucli sums do not, therefore, foriii part of the estate 
of tlie deuesuHxl, and tliu interest of the widow or children are thereby fully protected. It 
is considered that this provision is undiiiy restrictive, and that the saiiio de;'ree of protec* 
tion should be accorded to other dependants of the deceased besides his widow ami child¬ 
ren. Otherwise the accumulations of a depositor, who dies before such acuuiiiillations are 
disbursed to him, may lie held to be liable to meet the debts of the deceased, and tin; object 
of the Provident Fund in question may be frustrated. 

2. The Act protects coiijpulsoryjdcposits in a Provident Fund from attachinents but 
not from assiKnini-nts which may have been made to lake eltect on the depositor’s retire¬ 
ment or on his death. On the other hand, the rules re;;niatin;{ ihe Oeiurral I’rovident Fun<l, 
which is ono of the most important funds to which the Act applies, provide that (ioverii- 
juont will not be bound by or recognise any assii'iiment or encumbrance execuied or 
attempted to Ira created which affects the disposal of the accumulations of a dcpo.sitor who 
dies before retirement. The validity of this provision is op.-n to question. It is consi¬ 
dered that, in order to ({ive effect to the object for which Provident Funds have been con- 
sfitnted, it should be made clear, that, with certain exceptions, in spite of debl.s, liabilitii-s, 
assignments or any form of oncumbrance, the depositor, on retirement, or his dependunis 
or nominees, if he dies Irafore retirement or aft-r refinuneii* but before actual disbiirse- 
meiit, should receive intact the accniuulations at his credit in the fund. 'J'he exceptions 
proposed to this provision are as follows:— 

(t) the rights of third parlies obtaineil before the proposed ainendment iMines into 
operation should be protccteil ; and 

(li) in the case of contributory Provident Funds, the authority by which the fund 
was constituted sliouhl be entitled to withhold amounts not exceeding the 
total contrilnitions made by the authority and the interest or incr.iiieiit on 
such contribuiious, if thos>> amounts are duo to tin* authority under a 
liability incurred by the depositor, or if the depositor is dismissed from the 
authority’s employment or resigns his employment within live years of the 
eoinmcnccment thereof. 

i(. Again, under the .\ct as it stands, apart from the amounts which vest in the 
widow or children of a depositor, the disbursement of the aocumuhitions in a fnml at the 
time of the death of a dt'positor is impossible if the total assets exceed Ks. 2,(810 without 
the production of probate or letters of administration or a succession certificate. It is 
considered desirable to permit such disbur.-miiont of the accumulations if the amount does 
not exceetl Rs. .'>,0(Kt instead of Rs. 2.(I(K) at present. A corri*spouding provision is con¬ 
tained in the (iovernment Savings Bank Act under which the amount of a deposit wliich 
can be disbursutf ill this manner is Rs. as compared with Rs. I,(KKI before the .\ct 

was amended in 1917. Similarly, under the Indian Securities Act, ]92(t, on the ileatli of 
a person who was entitled to a (.iovernment security or securities, the prescribed ofliccr 
may now determine who is the person entitled to the security or securities, it they do not 
in the aggregate excoisl Rs. .'»,0()(l, without the production of probate, letters of adminis¬ 
tration or a succession certificate. 

4. It has further been considered desirabie to provide detinilely in the .\ct for the 
rights of noinineos and also to indicate tliat a deposit is a coiiipiilsory deposit within the 
meaning of the Act and continues to lie so for so long as it remains in the hands of the 
administrators of the fund despite the existence of an option periuiltiiig withdrawal from 
the fund on tlie condition that the amount withdrawn shall Ira expended on the taking 
out of, or on coiitribiitions towards, an insurance policy. 

f). In order to give ellocl to these suggestions and also to certain other minor points, 
it is considered desirable to amend the existing Act and to re-enact it in a cuuselidated 
form.

ing Officer under rule 17. The revined lidt tliue puhlisheii hIi.'iII ho the final Hat of candi¬ 
dates for the election. 

17. Any person who applied under rule 16 and whose name is not pnhlished in the 
list of eandidutes or who diapiites the claim of any oilier camlidaie to he on tlie list 
published hy the Executive Ollicer under rule 16 may apply to the Commantling Officer of

In the event of the nnmher of Citndiilate.-t for election in a cantonment or in any 
ward of it nut being greater than the niimbtir of vacancies such candi'lates shall he 
deemed to he elected. If tho number of candidates uxctmds number of vacancies a pull 
shall be held. • 

21). Tho poll shall ho held at such time and place as (ho (.'antoiniieiit Authority may 
deterniiiie, ami the plaiio at which and the hours between which tho voles will ho recordetl 
shall he notified by boat of drum, and by the publication of iiolices at the sann) time as 
the list of candidates is )mblished under rule 16. 

21. Afl-T till' .secoml hour mentioned in tlu> notice rofi.Tred to in rule 20 no elector 

sh.ill be admitted within tile building or enclosure within whitdi the election prde.lings 

are being hold, but llie vote.s of all duly eitrolled electors wlio tin' uln-ady within tlio 
biiihling or oiiclustiro sliall bo rocordod. 

22. Every elector shall bo entitled to vote for I lie ward in wliich In- orcliiiarily 
resides, or in wdiicli be is assessed to pay the rales .and for no other, aiiil to give as many 
voles as there are vacancios for such ward, but lie sliall not give more than one vote to 
iiny one candidate.

26. The voting ])apcr shall bo printed in Hengali or English or Imth, in Kurin C 
annexed to these rules, and shall contain the names of all the candidates arranged 
alpliabelically in the order of their surnames. 

27. (/) On the day of tho election the polling officer shall .admit to tho polling booth 
or room the c<an<iidales itnd such agents as may lie selected hy the candidates te assist in 
the identirication of voters, provided that tiiero shall be present at one time, in addition to 
the candidates, nut more tlian one agent of each candidate. 

(,?) Ih.-sides candidates and tlieir agents only voters and such persons (if any) as may 
he admissible under special directions given hy the polling officer shall be admitted to the 
})olling booth or room. 

28. Tho caiididutes and their agents shall not speak to or address any intending 
voter in the polling booth or room, but imiy' submit to tlie polling ollicer ubjcclioiis to a 
voter on the following three groumls : — 

A'rsL—That his name is not outhe electoral roll of the waril in respect of which the 
election is being held. 

Seconii. —That his claim to be a certain voter shown on the electoral roll is false. 

Third. —That ho has already voted. 

29. The prooeodiiro for recording each voter’s vote shall be as follows :— 

(t) As each intending voter enters tho polling bootli or room, his name and his 
number in the electoral roll shall be called out so that everybody present can lioar liiem. 

(ti) No objection to a voter shall be entertained except on the grounds ment.ieiK'^iii 
rule 28." 

(lit) Such objection shall he summarily decided hy the polling officer, who 
may for this purposo obtain such cvbicnce as may he available on tlie spot. 

(iw) If after taking sucli I'videnco th>> pulling officer is salislied tli.at the voter is 
ontitlod to vote, ho shall h.aud him tho foil of a voting paper and allow him to proceed 
to vote. 

(u) Tho number of tho voter in the electoral roll shall ho marked on tho counterfoil 
of the voting paper. 
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(yi) The voter on recoivii 4 > the voting paper sliall forthwith proceoil to the place set 
apart for the purpose and there mark a cross against the name t>f the candidate or cauUi- 
dates for whom he iiiteinis to vote. Ho shall then fold the voting paper so as to conceal 
his vote and shall put the voting papec, so f<dded np, into the ballot box. He shall vote 
without iindne delay, and shall quit the pidliug station as soon as he has put the voting 
paper into the ballot box, 

(vii) If the voter is unable to read the voting paper, or to make a cross thereon, the 
polling olliCtT shall mark the vote on the voting papi‘r according to the direction of the 
voter. The voter shall then put the voting paper folded up into the ballot box. 

30. Before the coininencement of the poll the presiding ollict'r shall show tin} 
ballot, box empty to S4ich persons as'may he ]>resent in a polling siation. ^ On the con- 
clnsion of the poll the ballot box shall be opened ami the votes coiinUd in the jiresonce 
of the candidatel or their agents by the polling ollie.er ami the polling ollim-r shall then 
and there declare the result of the election and report accordingly to the Executive 
Olllcer. lie shall also seal uj) the book of counterfoils and unusotl foils of voting papers 
and make it over to the Commanding Ollicer, who shall keep it sealed in his own custody 
till it is destroyed under rule 35. 

31. Any voting paper which is not duly marked or on which a cross (or mark) is 
placed in such a manner as to make it doubtful to wiiich candidate it has Iroen given or 
on which any mark ,iB made by which the voter may afterwards be identified shall bo 
invalid. 

32. If there bo an equality of votes for the same vacancy, and if the number of 
vacancies does not admit of all the candidates who have obtainod an equiil number of 
votes being elected, the election of one of such candidtites shall be made by lot to be 
drawn by the polling ollicer in such tnaniu r as ho may determine. 

33. . In the event of any candidate being idected for more than one ward, he shall, 
w’ithin five ilays from the date of olectinn, declare which ward he will represent; atid if 
ho tail to make sttch declaration, tlie Cotntnanding Odicer of the district shall forthwith 
declare the ward which such candidate shall represent, ami in either ca.se such camlidiito 
shall bo held to be elected in the ward in respect of which either of such declaration has 
been made, an-.l in every other ward in which the said catididate has b'*en returned, the 
result of the election shall be determined as if no votes had been reconled for him, providi«l 
that if there is no other candidates for whom votes have been recerded to till the \acaucy 
thus caused, a fresh election shall be held. 

34. When the voting papers have beeti scrutinised and coittited they shall forthwith 
be replaced iti the ballot box fiom which they were taken, and the liox, after lieing locked 
and sealed with the cantonmenl seal, shall be kept by the Executive OlTieur in safe 
custody. 

35. Ou tiie expiry of lifteen ilays from the date of declaration of tlic result of 
election, the voting papers in the ballot box and the sealed book containing nnnsed 
\uting jiapers and counterfoils in ilie (Commanding OHicer’s custody sliall bo destroyed in 
the presence of such memher of the Board or ollicers as the members at a meeting may 
appoint for this purpose. 

,36. The list of duly returned candidiites for the whole oantnnincnl shall be forwarded 
by Iho Executive Ollicer to tlie District Magistrate, wlio will forward the siune to the Local 
Qovernment for publication in the Calcutta Gazette, * 

VI.—Disputes. 

37. All disputes arising under these rules shall be decided by the Commuuding 
Olficer, and iiis decision shall he final. A breach of these rules renders a jierson liable 
to tlie penalty provided l)y section 2('>iS of tiie Act. Tlie olfeiice of personation, of uniliio 
inflnence ajid of bribery at an election are punislial'lo under sections 171E and 171F of 
the Indian Penal Code, l.SliO, as amen l»Ml l)y the Indian Elections Olfences and Inquiries 
Act, 1920 (XXXIX of 1920).

Appointment and dutloa of Regletoplng OlHoer. 

1. Every hacknoy-oarriage in the Bogra Municipality shall be annually regieterod 
by a Registering Ofllcer, who shall be ap])ointed for the purpose by the municipal Com¬ 
missioners and who shall keep a register in which he shall enter the class and number 
assigned to every hackney-carriage. 

Queilfloetlon of drlvars. 

2. Every person applying for a driver's license shall be required to satisfy tho 
Registering Otticer— 

(a) that he knows how to drive and control horses and is in all respects u fit person 
for such employment, * 

{h) that he is well acquainted with the principal streets, offices and places of 
interest in and around Bogra, and 

(c) that he has a thorough knowledge of the list of fares and tables of distances 
prepared by the Municipal Commissioners. 

3. Licenses for hackney-carriage drivers and bearers for palanquins and rickshaws 
will be in different forms. There shall be attached to each license in such manner as 
the Municipal Commissioners may prescribe—

(б) a table of fares and distances to be prepared and printed under th«' authority

{i) snfHciently sound and strong for constant hard work.

10. It shall bo compulsory for tho owner to produce tho horse before tho Registering 
Ollicor at the end of every throe months for inspection. 

17. Licenses for hurse.s will bo in ditfereut forms according to tho class in which they 
are registered.

19. There shall bo one class of rickshaws and of palaniiuins of a pattern fixed by 
the Municipal Commissioners with the approval of the Local Government, and of the 
dimensions and colours prescribed by by-laws Nos. Id and 14. 

20. Every licensed hackney-carriage, palaininin or rickshaw shall be distinctly 
marked on its pauids and on the inside with tlie registered iminbcr and tho number of 
the (dasB to which it belongs, the figures to be not less than 8 inches in length, the colour 
of which shall be changed every year. 

21. The lamps of every liconsod hackney-carriage, palanquin or rickshaw shall have 
the registered number paiiitod on them, the figures to ho not less than oiiu inch in length, 
the colour of which shall ho changed every year.

24. No hackney-carriage shall carry more than four adult persons altogether, in 
addition to the driver and atteiulant. 

25. (i) No rickshaw vliall carry more than two adult passengers. 

(2) No palanquin shall bo allowed to carry more than two adult passengers. 

For the purpose of this by-law two children undor twelve years of age shall be 
reckoned as one adult. 

20. The driver of every hackney-carriage shall carry in or upon such carriage a 
quantity of luggage not excee<ling two inaunds, together with one additional mauud for 
every person below four curried in the carriage, without any charge over and above the 
fare. 

A charge not exceeding two-annas may be levied for every ten seers or part thereof 
ill excess of the above free allowdhbo. 

27. Kule 20 shall not apply to bicycles, perambulators and child’s mail carts, for 
each of whieh a charge not exceeding four annas may bo made. 

2S. No baggage shall bo carriod on any rickshaw except a small box or hand-bag 
(not exceeding 24 x 15 x ‘J inches).

29. It shall be Idwful for any police offleer of and above the rank of Sub-Inspector 
and any Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector of thu Municipality at any time between 
sunrise and sunset to enter any preuiises on which any licensed hackuey-curriage, palan¬ 
quin or rickshaw, or the horses or other animals, harness or other things usod therewith 
are kept, in order to carry out any provision of this Act or these by-laws, and the owner, 
occupier or his agent shall afford every facility for such officer’s inspection.

30. It shall be lawful fur the Ilegistering Officer at any time to cause any animal 
used in a hackney-carriage to be produced before him for the pur]ios() of inspection, aiid 
it shall be compulsory upon thu owners to produce any such animal within tWonty-four 
hours after the receipt of such notice. 

31. The owner of any animal declared under section 30 to be unfit for use in a 
hackney-carriage shall, if lie disposes of it, or removes it from the premises on which it 
is stabled, give notice of the fact to the Kegistering Officer within one week of such dis¬ 
posal or removal, intimating at the same time the name and address of the person to whom 
he has disposed of it and the place to which it has been removed. 

32. Notice of tlie death of a registered horse shall also bo given to the Kegistering 
Officer, who on receipt of such notice shall cause the entry concerned to be cancelled in 
the “Kegisier of horses "and the certificate of registration to be withdrawn.

INDIAN CIVIL SERVICE PROVIDENT FUND RULES. 

Made by the Secretary of State in Coniicii under section 9fiB of the Government of 
India .Act. 


Introduction and Definitions. 

1. —(rt) These rules may be called the Indian Civil Service Provident Fund Rnles, 

(/<) They shall come into force with oll'oct from the 24th September l'J24. 

2. — (a) In tliese rules :— 

(t) Account Officer means the audit olBcor so designated, in the case of tlie rupee 
brancli of tlie Fund, hy the Auditor-General, and, in the case of the sterling 
I)rauch, by the High Commissioner fur India. 

(tt) Kmolumenle means pay, leave-salary or subsistence grant, as dellned by the 
■ Fundamental Unlos. 

(jtj) The Fund means the Indian Civil Service Proviilent Fund. 

(tw) TjCave means any variety of leave recognised by the Fuudatnental Rules. 

(v) i'ear means financial year. 

(6) Any other expression employed in these rules which is dehned in the Funda¬ 
mental Rub s is used in the sense therein deliue l. 

Nature of the Fund. 

3. The Fund shall he administered by the Governor-General iu Council. It shall be 
open only to members of’tlu! Indian Civil Service, and shall be maintained in two 
branches, namely, a rupee branch located in India and a sterlipg branch located in 
London. 

4. To each oflicor’s account in the B'und shall bo credited :— 

« 

(a) All contributions of 4 per cent, of his pay and other specified allowances, made 

and funded for Ids beneiit, between the 1st April I'diU and the date on which 
these rules come into force. 

(b) Interest on such contributions, calculated by the method, and at the rate 

proscribed in rule 12, 

(c) All contributions made by the officer under these rules, together with interest 

on such contributions calculated as prescrllied in rule 12. 


Conditions and Ratos of Contribution. 

f). Every member of the Indian Uivil Service shall contribute to the Fund not less 
than 4 nor more than 12^ per cent, of all emoluments drawn by him after those rules 
mipie into force : 

Provided that— 

(1) contribution shall bo optional fur members of the Executive Council of the 

. Governor-General or of a Governor ; 

(2) contribution on Booonnt of leave-salary drawn daring leave preliminary to 

retirement shall bo optional; but an officer who, after electing not to 
, contribute during a period of such leave, subsequently retnrns to duty, shall 
contribute at the rate of 4 per cent, on all leave-salary drawn daring the 
leave ; and 

(3) cuiitributinn shall be optional on account of subsistence grant, IcRvo-salary 

e(^ual to. subsistenOe grant, or minimum leave-salary. 
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6. The amount to be oontributeil by each ofUcer shall be fixed by the oHic.ir himself, 
Bubjeet to the provisions of rules 5, 7, 8 and 9 and to the followiiif' >'eneriil conditions ;— 

(1) The amount shall be fixed in rupees if the officer’s emoluments at the, time, of 

payment are drawn in rupees, and in sterlinf' if his einolnments are drawn 
in sterling. 

(2) If fixed in rupees, the amount shall be a number of oomi>lele rupees, ami if 

fixed in sterling a number of complete shillings. 

(3) If the amount fixe<l by an officer is, in relation to the emoluments on account 

of which it is contributed, either below the minimum or above the maxi¬ 
mum percentage prescribed by Rule 5, .the Account Officer shall presamu 
that the coutriburor’s intention was to contribute the ininiiuum or the 
maximum, as the case may bo, rounded ofT to the nearest rupee or shilling, 
and shall intimate to the contributor tho amount to be paid by, or refunded 
to, him accordingly. 

7. When any emoluments, other than leave-salary, are .flrawn from a Government 
treasury in India, the contribution on account of such emoluments shall ho such amount 
as may bo deducted by the officer on this account from the bill on which the emolumciils 
are drawn. 

8. When an officer is— 

(<i) transferred to foreign service in which he will not he drawing his pay from a 
Governmont treasury in India, or 

(h) sent on deputation out of India, 

ho shall, bofore proceeding to join his new fluty, liitimnte to the Account Officer tlie 
amount of his einoluments while on such foreign servicf) or ilepntation, and thtf amount 
of tho mouthly contrihution which lie desires to make on account of those emoluments. 
When the am Hint of his omoliimentH is changed during the foreign seivice or deputa¬ 
tion, tho officer may intimate to the Account Officer a fdiange in the amount of his con¬ 
tribution, anil he shall intimate such a change when the existing aniftiint fttlis, in relation 
to the changed emolnruents, outside the limits prescribed by Rule 5. 

s 

Re-draft. 

9. The amount i>t contribution on account of leave-salary shall ho fixed by the 
following method :— 

(rt) Ueforo departure on leave, every olficer shall intimate to the Account Officer 
in India the amount wliich he tlcsires to contribute monthly during his 
leave, lie shall also intimate whether he wishAs to contribute in the event 
of his flrawing snhsisience-graiit, leave-.salary equal to subsistence-grant, or 
minimum leave-salary. The amount in each case shall he a fixed percent¬ 
age of the emoluineiits admissiblo to him tluriiig his leave. Those {larticu- 

• lar.s shall be entered in the olfioor’s leave-salary certificate. 

(/i*) An iutimulioii thus ma le to the Account Officer shall ho linal, and no alteration 
of the porcentage fixed shall be pormittofl during the course of llie leave. 

(c) If no intimation under this rule is made l)ofore an officer goes on leave, con¬ 
tribution shall bo dofluctod throughout his leave at the rate of t per cent, of 
his leave-salary. 

Realisation of Contributions. 

10. — (a) When cmolnmeuts are drawn from .a Government treasury in India, or 
from the home or a colonial treasury, contributions on account of tliose emoluments shall 
be recovered by deduction from the eintilumentB tliernsclves. 

(6) When emoluments are drawn from any other source, contributions shall be paid 
by remittance in cash to the Account Officer. 

11. Contribntions fixofl in rupees shall be credited to tho rupee branch ami ^mitri- 
butions fixed in sterling to the sterling hruiioh of the Fund. 

Inteeast on Contributions. 

12. Interest at the rate for the time being allowetl on contributions to the General 
Provident Fund shall be credited by Government, as from the Hist March tif each year, 
to the aocouiit of each contributor to the Fund, subject to the, following conditions:— 

(1) Interest for 12 months shall be credited on the ampnnt at the credit of tho 
officer on the Slst March of the preceding year, less any advance taken 
daring the year. 
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(2) Interest shall bo creditotl for each mouth of the year upon the sum by whloh 

the minimum amount at the credit of the ottlcer, between the close of the 
fourth day and the end of the month, exceeded tho amount on which interest 
is credited under condition (1) of this rnle. For the purpose of this rule 
a contribution paid by dodnction from emolnments shall bo treated as 
having been de]) 08 ited in the Fund oii the first day of (he month in which 
payment is actually made. 

(3) llofore the amoiuit at an officer’s credit in the Fund is finally paid under 

Rule 13 his account shall be credited with interest up to the end of the 
month preceding lliat in which the payment is made, or up to the end of the 
sixth month after the end of the month in which he quitted the serf ice or 
died, whichever of the:io periods bo loss. 

(4) Before any reduction is made in tho rate of interest allowed, in conformity 

with a roduction in the rates allowed on contrioutions to the General 
Provident Fund, six mouths’ notice shall be given to all contributors. 


' Advances from the Fund, 

13. —(1) The local Goverumetit or, in the case of an officer serving under the Govern¬ 
ment of India, the Govoriior-Oencral in (’ouncil, may sanction the payment to any 
contributor of an advance, consisting of a sum of whole rupees and ordinarily not 
exceeding in amount three months’ pay, from the sum standing to his credit in the rupee 
branch of the Fund. 

(2) An advance shall not be granted under this rule to any contributor until at least 
12 months have elapsed from the date qf r<!payinent of tho last instalment of any previous 
advance, unless the Governor-General in Council or the local Government, as the case 
may bo, considers, for reasons which shall be recorded in writing, that this restriction 
may be relaxed. 

14. —(rt) An ailvaiice shall be recovered in such number of equal monthly instalments, 
not being less than 12 or more than 24, as the sanctioning authority may prescribe. 
A contributor may, however at his (q)tion, make repayment in a smaller number of 
instalments than that proscribed. Kach instalment shall be a number of complete rupees, 
tho amount of the advance being raised or reduceil, if necessary, to admit of tho fixation 
of such instalment. 

(fi) Recovery shall ho made in the manner providc'd by Rule 10 for tho realisation of 
contributions, and shall commence on the first occasion after the advance is made on 
which tho olHcer draws pay for a full month. It shall not be made whilo the officer is on 
leave or in receipt of subsistence grant, and it may be postponed by the sanctioning 
authority during tho recovi>ry of an advance granted to the ollicer otherwise than from 
tho Fund. 

'c) If at anytime under tho provisions of Rule 13 {2) an advance has been made to 
an officer before one previously maile has been completely repaid, each rfdvance shall be 
treated separately for purposes of recovery. 

(d) When an advance is repayable in 12 inalalmcnts, an additional instalmeht equi¬ 
valent to that ptTcentage of the advance which is prescribed for corresponding recoveries 
under the rules of the General Provident Fund shall be paid as interest in the month 
following that in which the 12th instalment is repayable. Bimilarly, when tho advance is 
repayable in more than 12 instalments, an additional instalment of twice the percentage of 
the advance specified above shall be paid us interest. Such additional instalmonts shall 
be rouuiled olf to the nearest rupee. 

(e) Recoveries made in accordance with this rnle shall be credited, as they are made 
to the officer’s account in tho Fund ; the date of credit being determined, for tho purpose 
of calculating interest, by the procedure prescribed in Rule 12 (2). 

Insupanoe polloles. . 

15. Payments towards a policy of insurance of any description on the contributor’s 
own Mfe may, at the option of a contributor, be substituted for contributions to the Fund 
subpKt to the following conditions :— 

(1) If the payments substituted be less than the minimum contribution required 
. by Rule 5, the deficiency shall be paid by the contributor us a contribution 

to the Fund. 

(2) Government will not make any payments to insurance companies on behalf of 

cpntributors, nor will they take steps to keep the policy alive. If a contri¬ 
butor records on his pay bill that he is making payments to an insurance 
company, the Account Olficor shall recover the deficiency, if any, due 
under sub-clause (1) above, and demand periodically to sea the receipts or 
certified copies of the receipts showing that such payments have been made. 


t 
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Failing the prodnotion uf BOoh receipts he shall make the necessary deduc¬ 
tions from the contribotor’s emoluments and pay them to bis credit in the 
Fund, Should a contrlbotor prefer, he may make the usual deduction from 
his pay bills for credit to the Fund and arrange with the Account Officer to 
draw from the Fund as required the sums ueot-ssary to pay premia. Any 
sums already at credit of the contributor in the rupee branch of thn Fund 

may be withdrawn for such payments. Such withdrawals shall be treated 

as advances fur the purpose of Rule 12 (i) only, and not for the purpose of 
Rules Hi and 14.

l4J If any policy lapses or matures, the contributor shall pay to the Fund the 
amount of premia paid with interest theruon or the sum realised as the case 
may be. 

Final Withdrawal of Aooumulatlona In the Fund. 

16. The amount acciimiilated in the Fund to the credit uf a contributor shall he his 

property, fundetl for his benefit, and shall not be liable to forfeiture in thct event of his 

disniissal from tho service or of his quitting it before ho become^ entitled to annuity. 

17. It shall not be permissible to withdraw a contributor’s property in the Fund 
until he finally quits the service or dies. 

I’rovliled that a contributor who has been granted leave preliminary to retirement, 
or who, while on leave, is e.illior permitted to retire or is declared by a merlical hoard to 
be unfit for further service, may witlulraw the amount stiinding at his credit at any time 
between tlit; commencement of the leave, or the date of such permission, or of such 
declaration, as tho case may be, ainl the date of actual retirement. 

IS. Sums finaliy withdrawn from the Fund shall bo j)aid in rupees or in sterling 
according as they are held in the riipoo or the sterling branch of the Fund, au'l sliall lie 
payable in accordance with the following provisions :— 

(1) Tho Local Uovernmont shall, on tho application of the contributor, direct tho 

‘ Account OHicor to pay the amount at tho contributor’s credit, and such 

amount sliall thereupon be paid in full unle.ss the Account Ollicer shall 
have received notice uf any attachment, assignment or encumbrance affect¬ 
ing the disposal of the amount or of any portiou of it; in which case ho 
shall pay to tho contributor such portion oidy of tho amount as is not 
affected by tho attachment, assignmnut, or encumlirance, and shall obtain 
the orders of the Local (lovernment as to the disposal of the balance. 

(2) If a contributor dies, the Account Oflicor shall take stops, in consultation, if 

necessary, with the local Government under which the contributor was 
serving, to ascertain the person legally untitled to receive tlie amount at the 
contributor’s credit, and shall pay Uie amount to that person. Where tiio 
contributor lias died leaving a widow or children, then, unless tho Account 
Officer has received from him a direction to tho contrary in writing, 
lis. •'),(X)0 uf the sum standing to the credit of the contributor at the time 
of his decease, or the whole of such sum if it be less than Rs. 5,(.)U0, shall 
be payable to the widow, or, if there i? no widow, to the children, or to such 
• person as may bo authorised by law to receive payment ou behalf of the 
widower the childrou, as the case may be. 

(H) If a person to whom an amount is payable under clause (!) or clause (2) is not 
in India when withdrawal is made, the Account Otticor shall, at tho 
option of such person to be intimated in writing, either pay the amount in 
the rupoe branch into such bank in India as such person may designate, or 
purchase sterling bills with that amount and forward them to such person. 
If such person is in India at tho time of the withdrawal, the Account 
Officer shall, on receipt of intimation of the exercise of a similar option, 
either pay the amount in the sterling branch into such bank in the United 
Kingdom as may be similarly designated, or purchuso rupee bills with the. 
amount and forward them to such person. 


19. All sums paid into tlio Fund under those rules shall be credited in the book^of 
of the Government of India to an account named “ The Indian Civil Service V'rovident 
Fund.” Sums not claimed for u period exceeding six months after tho contributor has 
died or quitted the service shall be transferred to “ Deposits ” at tho end uf the year, and 
treated under tlio ordinary rules relating to deposits. 

20. When paying a contribution in India, either by deduction from emoluments or 
in cash, the contributor shall quote the number of his account, which shall bo communi¬ 
cated to him by the Account Officer, aud shall remain unaltered mi til a change is intima¬ 
ted by the Account Officer.

—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 86 of 
the Government of India Act and by section 2 of the Itulos Publication Act, 1893, the

1. (i) These Rules may he called the Leave of Absence (Allowances) Provisional 
Rules. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 2nd August 1924. 

2. When leave of absence is granted to any person in pursuance of the provisions of 
section 86 of the Government of India Act, there shall be paid to him by the Secretary of 
S,^f(^ in Council leave allowances during the period of his absence at the rates prescribed 
in the Schednle to these Rules, 

3. Subject to the provisions of Rule 4, leave allowances under those Rules may be 
dra.wn under the conditions from time to time in force for the payment of Civil Leave 
Salary, or, in the case of the Commander-ln-Ohief, of Military Leave Pay. 

4. Where payment of leave allowances under these rulee is made in sterling the 
amount payable shall be the equivalent of the sum due in rupees at (he current rate of 
exchange*applicable to the due date, or, in the case of an advance, to the date of payment. 
No minimum rate of conversion shall be allowed. 

5. Where leave allowances become repayable, repayment shall be made either in one 
sum within one month from the date of termination of the period of leave as shnetioned 
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and aabseqaently extonded, or in snoh nnmber of equal monthly ioutalmenta not exceed¬ 
ing 36, payable on the first of each month, as the ufiicer may elect. Where allowances 
paid in sterling are repaid in rupees or vice versa, the sum repayable shall be the aggre¬ 
gate of the amounts paid converted at the current rate applicable to the date of termina¬ 
tion of the period of leave as sanctioned and subsequently extended.

Notk. —In the case of a Government servant who is entitled, under orders previously 
in force, to privilege leave for more than four months, the number of months to be taken 
at one time as prescribed in sub-clause (i) above may be increased, on the first occasion 
when leave is taken under these rules, by the number of months by which the amount 
of privilege leave due e.xceeds four months.

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 96 (b) of the Govern¬ 
ment of India Act, the Secretary of State for India in Council, with the concurrence of 
the majority of votes at a meeting of the Council of India held on the 3rd day of Septem¬ 
ber 1924, hereby makes the following amendments to the Civil Service Regulations, which 
shall have idl'ect from the 22nd February 1921, namely :— 

Article 35(5 shall be cancelled and the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

Articfe 350. 

Service rendered by an employee belonging to one of the classes mentioned in Note 2 
below after attaining the age of 20 years, which is pensionable under military rules but 
which terminates before a pension has been earned in respect of it, may, at tho discretion 
of the provincial and minor local Governments specifiod in Paris 1 and II of Appendix I 
to these Regulations, bo allowed to count, when followed by service qualifying for civil 
pension, as part of such service, provided that any bonus or gratuity received in lieu of 
pension on, or since, discharge from military service shall be refundeil in not more than 
36 monthly instalments, commencing from the date of joining a civil appointment. 
Service pensionable under military rules, which does not so toriainato, shall not be 
allowed to count without the sanction of tho Secretary of State in Council. 

“ Note 1.—An olTicer or cji-soldier will not be brought under the operation of this 
Article as a matter of course. Each case will be decided on its merits, e.g., there may be 
oases in which it may be open to a claimant for pension to add military service during the 
Great War to former noii-pensionable service in the Army in order to claim the benefit of 
a military pension. In such cases it may be to the advantage of the claimant that^ 
should not bo brought under tho openition of this Article. The bearing of Article 1U31, 
Army Regulations, India, Volume I, on the position of soldiers of the Indian Army who 
re-entered during tlie Gi-cat War, deserves consideration in this connection. 

*' Note 2.—This Artiqje apjilies to Indian commissioned officers, nou-cominissioncd 
Offioers and men of the Indian Army, and to non-combatant departmental and regimental 
employees and followers of the supplemental services. It also applies to non-commissioned 
offioeta and men of the British Service, Warrant officers and departmental offioers of the 
commissary and the assistant-surgeon classes, in respect of service with their units or 
departments in India. 
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“Notk ;!>.- To 1)0 oliKiblo for the conoesiiion in this artiolo u soldier olerk omploydd in 
the civil depurtinoiit Hhonld Uko his discharge from the Army within 12 months after 
joining his appointment in the department.

“ Noth; H .—Employees who were in service in the civil department on the 22nd 
Febrnary 1921 are eligible to count service under the rules which were in force before 
that date, where those rules are more advantageous to them.”

Observation lessons. —Growth of plants to bo observed by growing any kind of pulse 
and paddy in pots or in small plots. To observe the roots and see 1 leaves and mark the 
difference. Experiments to show the effect of light and moisture on growth. Collecting 
other plants litiving roots and seed leaves like those grown. Collecting and observing 
planW having creeping or climbing stems. Plants growing in water, plants producing no 
flowers. Observing leaf buds and flower buds and parts of a flower.

Class IV— 

I^ature study based on school gardening. {Itecommended for rural schools, optional). 
—Laying out a garden, a plot of 4 to 6 square cubits, for each scholar, or if the 
compound is not spacions enough, a common plot for all, for purposes of experiment. 
Seed testing—showing oO or 100 seeds of each of several kinds of plants, paddy, pulses, 
jute, mustard, acconliiig to the time of the year in each plot or separate parts ot the 
common plot. Each scholar to keep a diary in which to note down the date of sowing, 
the time taken tor germination, the percoutago ot germination, the rate of growth after 
germination. In each stage of growth the scholars will pull up a Hpecimen and observe 
the roots, their uses an<l growth, the atoms and leaves and their uses and structure; the 
flowers—their parts and uses, the methods of fertilization, the fruits and seeds. All 
those to be noted in the diary. To observe the kinds of soil—clayey, sandy, loamy ; the 
power of each to absorb and retain moisture. Plant food in the soil. The effect of 
inannres, showing the effect of different manures as cowdnng, oiloake, ashes and nitrate 
of soda on the growth of plants, of ]>ho8phateB on fruits, etc. The plots should be dra^n 
to scale anil all results recorded in the note book. 

Class V— 

Nature study based on school gardening (optional).—Boja may work in pairs, one ot 
class IV and another of class V if single plots are available, otherwise all on a common 
plot, one being sot apart for boys of class IV for experiments only and another for those 
of class V. Plans of work to be prepared in September every year ; the plots to be sown 
with particular seeds should be sot out to scale iu the note book ; plans shouU include 
also indoor work, such as rai/iiug early seedlings of onions, cauliflowers, cabbages in pots 
or boxes. Following operations to be explained -.—Digging—its effect, purpose; to sow 
ot depths suitable to various seeds ; to prepare trenches—manuring effect and purpose ; 
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plant, food, aeoding crops to bo sown—(1) jute, (2) aits paddy, (3) malae, (4) aman 
paddy, (5) puUea, (K) mustard, (7) potato, (8) gram, also vegetables—brinjal, radish, 
turnip, oaulitlower, onion, chilli, lloNvers grown on bortiers of each plot—urrangements 
should be made to produce a continuous supply of vegetables thronghont the year. 
Lessons on rotation, on insect pests and insecticides. Record to be kept of (he quantity 
of seed used and of the produce.

A decrease of 54,805 acres, as compared with last year's revised returns 
Since the Preliminary Forecast the Collector of Rang]mr has agreed 
his figures, increasing the area for Rangpur from 245,894 acres to 2^^* 
acres. 

Yield. —It is estimated that the crop will yield 8.044.892 bales of jute, 
i.e., less than last year’s revised total by 428,563 tales. 

Remarks. —Last year’s estimates for all the three Provinces have been 
revised by the respective Directors of Agriculture. The revised acreacre 
figures for last 5 'ear are based, as far as possible, on actual arrivals in the 
season 1923-24.

Season. —In the preliminary forecast it was indicated that the season 
had not been uniformly favourable, and similar conditions have continued in 
the interval. In South-Eastern Bengal, following drought and then excessive 
rain, an early rise of the rivers caused premature cutting of some lowland 
jute, the tracts chiefly affected being parts of Ti])pera, Dacca, and Faridpur. 
In other portions of South-Eastern Bengal, however, the crop approximates 
to normal, this bein|j particularly true of Western Mymensingh and the bogi 
tract in the Dacca district. 

In North Bengal and in the Presidency Division conditions may be 
described as uniformly favourable throughout, and in some portions of the 
former tract, notably Rangpur district, there is exceptionally gcxxi jute. 

In Burdwan Division the crop is fair. 

This year there has been ample steeping ivater from the commencement 
of the season and reports indicate a larger proportion of clean jute in 
consequence. 

Condition of the crop. —As described above, in South-Eastern Bengal, 
excepting Western Mymensingh and portions of Dacca and Faridpur, the 
crop is not good. In Northern Bengal and the Presidency, favourable condi¬ 
tions have been reflected in a good crop; while the Burdwan Division is fair. 

Acreage. —The area under jute is 2,390,103 acres, a decrease of 54,305 
acres, or 2-2 per cent., as compared with last year. The area for Rangpur 
district has been increased from 245.894 acres to 270,000 acres since the 
preliminary forecast was issued. Several other minor alterations have also 
been made ny Collectors. The decreased area is partly the result of low prices 
last year and partly also of unfavourable conditions at sowing time. 

Outturn. —As in previous years, the percentage figures are calculated on 
the basis of divisional normals which remain as follows :—Dacca and Chitta¬ 
gong 3 -7 each, Rajshahi 3 5, Presidency and Burdwan 3 2 bales per acre. 

The total outturn of the crop is estimated at 7,239,865 bales of 400 lbs., as 
against 7,534,055 bales (revised) in last year’s forecast, a decrease of 294,190 
bales.

• Acreage. —The final district returns of the seven jute growing districts 
of the Province show an are^i undei* jute of 212,200 . acres, as against the 
finally revised figure of 223, 200 acivs of last year. The decrease in area is 
due mainly to want of sulficient rain at the .sowing time and exce.ssive rain 
later on in Bihar and the general insufficiency of rainfall throughout the 
greater part of growing season in Orissa. 

Weather cofiditions. —In March light rain fell in the jute di.stricts except 
Bhagalimr, Purnea and Cuttack; the fall was l)elow the normal everywhere. 
In April and May there was light rain in all the jute districts; the fall was 
alxwe the normal in Hhagalpur and the Santhal Parganas in April and in 
Cuttack in May, but below the normal elsewhere. In .lune there was moder¬ 
ate rainfall everywhere exce|)t in Cuttack and Balasore, where the fall was 
light. In July the rainfall was above the normal everywhere except in 
Cuttat'k and Balasore, where it was again bclf>w’^ the normal. In August the 
rainfall was above the normal except in Bhagalpur and Purnea; where it 
was slightly below the normal. 

Outturn. —In the important jute districts of Purnea and Cuttack, the 
outturn of the cro[) has been reported as 65 and 75 pei’ cent., of normal, 
respectively. Champaran and the Santal Parganas each re|)orts a crop of 
95 per cent. Bhagalpur, Muzaffarpur and Balasore report 75, 50 and 44 
per cent., respectively. 

On the basis of the area and percentage outturn rejmeted by the Dis¬ 
trict Officers, and taking three bales as the normal outturn per acre, the totall 
gross outturn of the crop for the Province this year comes to 422,289 bales 
or, in round numbers, 422,800 bales, agaiij.st 528,200 bales, the revis^ final 
estimate for last year. 

Tho average import of raw jute into this Province from Nepal during 
the last three years was e-tpiivalent to .58,838 bales. This figure, added U> 
the figure for the Province arrived at, gives a total for Bihar and Oriasa of 
481,127 bales or, in round numbers, 481,100 bales, against 600,600 bales, 
the revised figure for last year.

Season. —The weather at the beginning of the season was, as reported in 
the preliminary forecast, generally diy tlii-oughout the pi-ovince, affecting the 
area and growth of the crop to a large extent. Later rainfall was, however, 
satisfactory; but wnsiderable damage was done to the crop by Htxid in Goal- 
para, Kamrup, Sibsagar and Garo Hills. Damage to a certain extent was 
also caused by hailstorms in Goal para and by insects in Darrung, Noweong, 
Goalpara and Kamrup. 

Area. —The area under jute has been re})orte<l by the Dejuity Commis¬ 
sioners to be l.S0,400 acres, against the final figure of IIB.UOO acres of last 
year and 119,300 acres of the preliminary forecast of this year. The increase 
is generally due to the extension of cultivation on account of the high price 
of jute. The areas reported in the preliminai y forecast have been revised in 
four districts, one showing a decrease and three showing increases. 

Outturn. —The outturn per acre is estimated to be 71 jier cent, of the 
normal against 81 jicr cent, of the previous year. Taking 3 5 hales of 400 llw. 
of jute fibre as the normal yield per acre, the total priKluce of the crop in this 
province this year is calculated to be 323,900 bales, against the revised figure 
of 338,800 bales of last year or a decrease of alx)ut 4 per cent.

'I'he number of District IJoards rose 
from 25 to 26 owiiifr to the funnatioii of 
a District Hoard in the district, of Dar¬ 
jeeling, with ellect from Ist April 1922. 
Tho total number of members increased 
from 554 to 616 of which 286 were 
nominated and 330 elected against 268 
and 286 respectively in the previous 
year. Tho increase wa.s due partly to 
the constitution of the Darjeeling District 
Hoard and partly to the fact that some 
District Hoards wore enlarged and given 
an elective majority. 

2. Local Boards. —The number of 
Local Hoariis rose from 75 to 82. Throe 
new Local Hoanls were created in the 
Darjeeling district, two in the Hogra 
district, ono at dhargram by the sub¬ 
division of the Midnapori! Sadar Local 
Hoard and another at Lalbagh in tho 
district of Murshidabad. It has, however, 
since been decided not to establish now 
Local Hoards pending a candul definition 
of the functions of the throe ruraf authori¬ 
ties, viz., the District Hoard, Local 
Hoard and Union Hoard, and a proposal 
for the establishment of a Local Hoard 
at Holpur in tho district of Hirbhum was 
negatived. The number of Local Hoard 
members rose from 984 in the previous 
year to 1,206. 

.3. Village Self-Goverament—Tip to 

the end of tho year over 2,000 Union 
Hoards wore sanctioned by Govorn- 
raontof which nearly 1,300 wore in work¬ 
ing order. The sanction had to be with¬ 
drawn or kept in abeyance in tho case of 
certain unions on account of the apathy 
and opposition of the people to theso ins¬ 
titutions. Hut the iniluoneos which 
hampered tho growth and development 
of IJnion Hoards during tho preceding 
year were decidedly on the wane. In 
some unions there was opposition to the 


realisation of the union raters in the early 
part of tlie yt'ar. The pay of the chauki- 
dars was in consequence greatly in arrear 
and taiisildars had to he appointed under 
section 54 of the Hengal V^illage Self- 
Government Act. Tho situation, how¬ 
ever, improved during the latter jtart of 
the year and proposals for the estahlish- 
inent of several new boards were received 
after the close of the year. 

Great interest appears to In- taken in 
the Union Hoard elections, espt'cially in 
the district of Dacca where it is reported 
that 29 candidates fought for six seats 
and 90 per cent, of the voters appeared 
at the polling stations. This is a good 
sign, as hitherto lack of interest on the 
part of the eloetorate has heem one of the 
main obstacles to the success of tho 
Union Hoard system. 

The Union Hoards wliich have been 
established so far have heen handicapped 
for want of funds ami have not been 
able, except in a few cases, to undertake 
the improvement of water supply or any 
other sanitary measures on a large scale. 
With a view therefore to augniont their 
resources Government in 1921 laid down 
that the main purpose of the augmenta¬ 
tion grant received by District Hoards 
every year should be to sup|ilement the 
resources of Union Hoards and develop 
village sanitation and measures of public 
health, and District Hoards wii^^^wected 
to distrihiito a substantial portin^p this 
among the Union Heards under them. 
The? fignri!S for 1922-23 shows that out 
of a grant of mere than lls. 4j lakhs 
received by Di.striet Hoards*in districts 
where Union Hoards have been establish¬ 
ed only about a lakh and a half was given 
to Union Hoards. Government, while 
viewing with regret the failure of Dis¬ 
trict Hoards to obsorvo tho condition 
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wliiuh was attached to thie grant, trust 
that they will In future distrilnitc the 
major portion of this grant to Union 
Hoards in view of tlu; fact that progress 
in village sanitation and tho improrotnuiit 
of tho rural water supjdy must depend 
largely on the activities of tho village 
authorities. . 

Under the oxity ing law District Hoards 
have power to advance loans to Union 
Hoards and it is hoped that iii view of the 
acute scarcity of water prevailing in tho 
rural areas, District Hoards will largely 
iirilise tin's power and makn loan.s to U uion 
Hoards in addition to the grants which 
they are expected to ’make from tho 
pnxseods of IhoPnldic Works Ci^ssand tho 
augmentation grant, for the improvement 
of water supply. The Local Authorities 
Loans Act also empowers Union Hmrds 
to raise funds by moans of loans. . 

In spite of their limited resoiinies the 
Union Hoards generally showed increased 
interest in their work. Tho provision 
of a pure water supply rocoived tho 
attention of a largo num1)or of Union 
Hoards, whilo a few otlnsrs spout money 
on dispensaries and schools and distri¬ 
buted quinine. Some ovinced greater 
interest in the improvement of tho. 
village roads and drainage, it is also 
reported that there has been markeil 
improvement in the service by Union 
Boards of processes issued by tho Civil 
and Criminal Courts. On the other 
hand, the woi’k of many Union Hoards 
loft considerable room for improvenmnt. 
Frequently there was apathy on the part 
of members whilo in some cases party 
faction was rife. In tin; Dacca district 
village roiids and some tanks and wells 
which had been transferred to Union 
Baards fur maintenance had to be re¬ 
transferred to tho control of Local Hoards 
as tho Union Hoards failed to maintain 
them properly. On tlio whole, however, the 
year marked a distinct advance in tho 
development of theso self-gov(jrning 
institutions, many of which have already 
established themselves as an Integral 
part of the system of L(»cal Self-Govern¬ 
ment. It is hoped that these village 
autho’*' ‘ .. will gradually acquire greater 
resoir^ios and that as local improvements 
thereby become possible, the capacity 
for public service will develop in tho 
masses of Hoiigal. 

4. Finance of District Boards.— 

The receipts amounted to Us. 127 lakhs 
against Us. llt)'5 lakhs in 1921-22, tho 
increase being mainly due to greater 
ro(;oipt8 iindiM- Local Uates, Medical, Uail- 
ways, Civil worj^ ^ ^md ^ igbt heads. The 


disbursements, however, fell from Us. 12.^ 
lakhs to Us. 120 lakhs. The closuig 
balance amounted to Us. 36 lakhs (of 
which Us. 23‘3 lakhs w('re in cash) 
.against Us. 2tr2 lakhs in 1921-22. 

5. Taxation. —The incidence was 2 
annas 7 pics a hoa<l per annum varying 
in dilFerunt districts from •! anna 6 pies 
to 8 annas 2 pies. 

6. Education.— Tho expendituro rose 
from Us. 28’4 lakhs to Us. 29'3 l.akhs of 
whieli Govornraont contributed Us. 16*9 
lakhs, whilo school fiu's yieldod Us. 4 
lakhs. District Hoards from their own 
funds contributed Us. 11*3 lakhs. 

The nund)or of upper and lower 
primary schools in(;re.ast>d from .Ht),6SH 
to 40,152 of wbicli 3,229 were (Uitirely 
m.iiiit.aiiied by the bmrds, while the rest 
receiv»*d grants-in-aid. Nine thousand 
fivo hundred and seventy-two of these 
institutions wore girls’ siduKils against 
9,49.5 in 1921-22 and 9,142 in 1920-21. 

Schemes Cor the expansion of primary 
education on tho lim*s suggested by 
Mr. Hiss n;eeived the attention of the 
lloogldy District Hoaial hut only a small 
number of Union Hoards is re| orted to 
hav«> l)een in earnest in the matter of 
raising the retpiired sum either hy tax¬ 
ation or local contrilmtion. In Hirhhum 
Mr. Hiss (^xplaiinal before a conference of 
proHitbutts, vict'-prosidents and secretaries 
of Union Hoards the necessity and tlie 
probable cost of his sehtnno of free pri¬ 
mary education. Soycral union schfxds 
under this scheme were established in 
tho Mymensingh, Uajshalii and Uangpur 
districts and throe siinihir stthools are 
r*!portod to have been startml in the 
He.iodpur. Union undttr the Nu<akhali 
District Hoard, while the Pabna 
District B(«ird sttlectud one union 
for tho purpose of giving (>ffcct to 
the scheme, .as an ex])erlincntal 
measure. 'I’he scheme (joutinued to work 
throughout tho year in the Uaruli, 
Bagtndiat and Tala Union Hoards in tho 
Khulna districi. Thu latter two Union 
Hoirds succeeded in raisin; an educa¬ 
tional cess, whilo the former got an offer 
of an annual contribution of Us. .500 from 
the loeal Kducational Society. 'I’wo 
more Union Hoai'ds in tho same district ^ 
have applied for the intrcMiuctioii of the 
scheme within their jurisdiction. It is 
gratifying to iitid that the opposition at 
hrst offered to the scheme in some places 
has since suhsided and that tho people 
are realizing its benefits.

'riio Mymonsingh ’l\ichnical School con- 
tinuetl to specialise in carpentry, cane 
and bambo«) work, brass casting and 
blacksmitli’s and fitter’s work, but the 
number of artisan inipils attending the 
Bchod fell from f>7 to o3. In Hakarganj 
a pi'ripatetic weaving instructor and two 
assistants were at first ap))ointed to 
teach the people up-to-date metlnxls of 
wi'aving and dyeing, bui two regular 
weaving schools were subsequenlly 
w|ienod in police-station Gournadi in 
which improved nuithods of cotton weav¬ 
ing and jute weaving wesn; taught. 
Instruction was also given to the local 
weavers in their homes. The in<lustrial 
school at Uajshalii and the weaving 
school at Pabua aro reported to have 
made g(x)d jirogress. All the passed 
students of the lattm' school were 
supplied with fly-shuttle looms from tlu^ 
deposits made by them out of their 
earnings during the period of training, 
while Government granted loans to five 
of thorn for starting work during the 
current year. 

7. Public Health and Medical relief. 

—The ’expenditure tinder these heads 
aggregated Ks. In 25 lakhs against 
Ks. 13'7 lakhs of the preceding year. 
Medical rtdiof was provided primarily 
through 344 dispensaries maintained by 
the botards and 282 in receipt of grants- 
in-aid ns against 322 and 24!) in 11)21-22. 
Twenty-two new dispensaries were estab¬ 
lished during the year. One Ayurvedic 
suhsidizctl disponsai’y was opcmxl at 
Surankhola in the Khulna district and 
tho Murshidahad District Hoard con¬ 
tinued its contribution towards a similar 
disponsary at Horhainporc. The Ayur¬ 
vedic dispensary at .Jessore continued to 
do g(Kxl work and it is reported that this 
system of treatment was greatly appre¬ 
ciated hy tho local people. The Farid- 
pur District Hoard maintained one 
Homoeopathic dispensary at Madhukhali. 


doe.tors who ilistributcxl imslicines free, 
treated cases, disinfected wells and took 
uH'^asures to prevent l.he, sprcail of cholera 
and small-pox and other infectious 
diseases. An outhreak of chohira in the 
Diiiajpiir ilistrict was cheeked hy tiio use 
of antl-ehoii'ra vaccine. In tho fl<M»d- 
alTt'cted area in Uajshahi, thirty-six 
centres were opcMie 1 to provide me<lical 
and sanitary aid to the local people an< 
sixty jiersoiis sjiccially appointed for tin 
purpose disinfected all the wells ant 
tanks in the alVeetod areas. As a resull 
of this prec'aulioii no epidemic of an} 
kiiul hroke out after the llooil. 

Although steps were taken in severai 
districts to coinhat K'lla-aZ'irlXu' District 
Hoards and other local authorities do not 
aj'poar to have fully realiseil the extern 
to which t his disease has spread in tin 
I’rovincc. Tho recent Kula-az'ir survey 
which has he»m .cirriod out in 13 
districts, shows that 2H per cent, of tin 
villages oxamineil have been fouin 
infected with this disease. The oxis 
tenco of foei of inteiiAo Kala-azar infee 
tion has been hrought to light in tin 
districts of Hurd wan and .lesson* am 
specially in tl'c Harasat subdivision o 
the 24-1’argaiia.s. Similarly, villages ii 
tho districts of llooghly and Ilowral 
where the dist^ase has been previous!* 
unknown nr unrecognized have recently 
been fouinl to be heavily infi'cted. Gov 
ernment consider it of primary impor 
tanee that enoregotic step.s sliouhl hi 
taken to stamp out this disease and ns ai 
effective remedial measun! Jias beet 
found tiiis is no imprnetie.nl)l1^||[|||Uoii i 
the District Hoaixlsare jirepan'd^m trail 
asiiflieient number of medical men in tin 
tliaguosis and t r(>atmeut of the ilisease. 

Thi: system of free vacfdnatien wa 
ill force in several districts. In som 
districts vaccination work which ha< 
hitherto been under tlio Civil Surgeo’ 
of tho district was transferred to th 
District Boards. lu Midoaporo th 
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vaccination work was carried on by a staflF 
of vaccinators uiulor tlio Health Officer 
who reported that the jrouoral attitude.of 
the people towards vaccination was not 
satisfactory. 

8. Vetsrinary. —Compared with the 
preceding year the charges undin- tins 
head increased by Ks. 14,000 without 
taking into acooiint the expenditure in¬ 
curred bj the i)ai?»‘oling District Hoard. 
The public appfcciateil thp services of 
veterinary assistants and asked for their 
assistance whenever there was an out¬ 
break. Much depends on tlie power of 
those officers to convince ignorant people 
of the advantage of scientific treatment. 
After tile last flood cattle disease broke 
out in Kajshahi'in an epidemic form all 
over the affeeteil area 1ml measures were 
immediately taken to arrest the further 
progress of the disi'ast'. The Hirbhum 
District Hoard with its slender 'means 
could not cope successfully with the large 
number of cattle epidemics that broke out 
in the dishtrict. It is gratifying to note, 
however, that some Union Hoards in the 
district came forward to assist the Dis¬ 
trict Hoard in this matter. The Hooghly 
District Hoiird, for financial i-oasons 
resolved to abolish one of their two 
veterinary assistants—a retrograde step, 
which Government must strongly depre¬ 
cate. 

9. Civil Works. —The total expendi¬ 
ture under this head, which includes the 
sums spent on water,supjily and drainage, 
rose from Ks. 55 9 • lakhs to Us. 57'34 
lakhs, the expendilurc (Us. 34'78 lakhs) 
on communications alone showing an 
increase of Us. lakhs. The S4-Par- 
ganas District Hoard spout Rs. 39,000 
on the metalling of the Stevenson-Mooro 
Hoad and the Halakhali-Hibirhat Koad 
and Rs. 68,01)0 on the construction 
of two other important roads, viz., the 
Hasnanbad-llingulgani Roac’ and the 
Maslandpore-Khasporo Roa<l, Uisides a 
sum of Ks. 67,000 on the reiiair of 
village mails. This Board also spent 
Ks. 22,500 for the construction of bridges 
and culverts. In the district of Khulna 
the toll-bar bridge at Henerpota was 
comply"'! and the construction of an 
iron H*?^dgo (185 feet long) over the 
Morrelganj khal in tlie Hagerhat subdivi¬ 
sion was taken up during the year. The 
District Hoard also spent nearly Ks. 12,000 
on the con.struction of roads in accor¬ 
dance with a quinquennial programme. 
There were, however, largo lapses of 
budget allotments for public works in the 
24-Pargana8 (34'7 per cent.), Hurd wan 


(24 per cent.) and Midnapore (21’56 per 
cent.) districts. In the 24-rarganatt dis¬ 
trict the lapses are said to be due to the 
tardy allotment of the Magraliat interest 
money. In Burdwan they are attributed 
mainly to the failure of supply of quartz 
stone metal from the quarry at Kup- 
narainpur, insufficient supply of wagons, 
labour unrest and absorption of- labour at 
high rates by throe large industrial 
coni'erns in the district, while in Midna¬ 
pore they were duo to the fact that plans 
and estimates had not boon prepared in 
time and to the want of contractors to work 
at the board’s rates. It is satisfactory to 
note that the percentage of lapses fell 
from 33’7 to 15*1 in .lossoro and that no 
part of the allotment lapsed in the Nadia 
and Chittagong districts. 'I'lie districts 
of Bankura, Hooghly and Howrah wore 
visited by a severe llocxl which affeeteil 
their rojids very badly -'ind jmt a very 
severe strain on their slender resources, 
ft will take some time before the 
damaged roads can be put in a satisfac¬ 
tory state of repair and efficiency. 

10. Water supply.— Tlie expenditure 
under this head, which rose from U8.5‘14 
lakhs in 1921-22 to Ks. 5’33 lakhs, was 
mainly incurred on sinking wells and 
excavating and clearing tanks. Despite 
the suggestion made from time to time 
that capital works of this kind should be 
financed from loans, the whole amount was 
met from current revenue. It is, however, 
gratifying to find that the District Hoard 
of Khulna applied for a loan of Ks. 40,000 
in order to enable it to finance a 
scheme for the removal of the scarcity 
of drinking water. As the loan was paid 
towards the close of the year, no expendi¬ 
ture could be incurred out of it. It is 
hoped that the example of the Khulna 
District Board will act as a stimulus to 
other District Hoards, as it is not only 
impossible to meet from the current 
revenue tho.cjuormous sums required for 
the provitrifih of an adequate supply of 
pure water, but it is unfair that the 
present generation should be saddled 
with the entire expenditure on projects, 
the benefits of which posterity will to a 
great measure enjoy. 

The excavation of tanks is reported to 
bo a task of difficulty in tr.actsnear rivers 
and khals with saline water. Experi¬ 
ence shows that in such tracts the water 
of tanks, the sites of which were selected 
after careful examination, became saline 
shortly after excavation. 

The Chairman of the Farid pur District 
Board observes that reinforced concrete 
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wdUs have been very succeHBful in 
Boil and the people of chur landn^ro 
Bhowing in a r6markal)le degree thVdr 
willingnoBH lo carry the ringH and sink 
thein at their own cost, provided the 
Ihjard can supply the rings The system 
of granting loans without interest to 
enable ownors of old insanitary tanks to 
re-excavato them has also been ?nuch 
appreciated by the. iieoplo of tliiH district. 
The same system has also been adopted 
by the Noakliali District Hoard. In 
Hakarganj a triennial programme cover¬ 
ing the (ixeavation of 46 new tanks has 
been drawn up ami approved by the 
Hoard. It is satisfactory to note that 
llni»»n Hoards in the districts of Hurdwan, 
Hirbhum and Hooghly carried out works 
for th(i iniprov(»ment of wafer supj»ly. 

(ioverninent regret to observe that 
although the provision of an adequate 
sui)ply of pure water in rural areas is 
mainly a concern of th(! local authorities, 
District Hoards have not fulfilled their 
obligation in this respect. The* inade¬ 
quate expenditure on water sui)ply was 
brought to t he notice of District Hoards 
and at the District Hoard conference last 
year the delegates adopttsl a resolution 
to the effect that at least 33 per cent, of 
the Public Works (less should be spent 
by District Hoards on rural water supply 
and sanitation. It is hoped that an 
earni'st effort Avill be made l)y all District 
Hoards to give effect to this resolution, 
fiovernment desire to impress on the 
District Hoanls the magnitude of the 
problem of rural water supply. There 
are as many as 84,981 villages in the 
province and even if each village has to 
be provided with at least one satisfactory 
source of water supply, t he ■ capital and 
maint(>nan(‘e cost involve<l will be an 
emtnnous on(\ It is thus obviously 
iin])ossil>le eithor for (Joverninent or for 
District Hoartls to attempt din'Ctly to 
ITovido each mllagii _with a suflicient 
supply of p*ro* wattjr/OTlfcfciJtt'n if the 
means were forthcoming neither the 
Provincial Gov(*rninent nor the District 
Hoiird would be in a position to tackh> 
the problem successful 13 ^, except through 
the agency of smaller units, such as the 
Union Hoard. The ultimate solution of 
the problem, therefore, lies in the for- 
maf ion of Union Hoards throughout the 
rural area and it is hoped that in the 
interest of sanitation and public health, 
the establishment of these smaller local 
bodies will bo greatly accelerated. 

Tube wells furnish a generally reliable 
and a comparativedy inexpensive source 
of water supply. Government aro 


convinced that there is scope for the 
wider use of this method of wat<*,r supply 
in rural areas and they trust that the 
prabticahility of sinking tulK* wcdls will 
1)0 carefully' conshlored l»y every District 
and Union Hoards. 

11. Closing balance.— rhe actual 
closing l•alance rose from Ks. 17'1 lakhs 
to Its. 23'3 lakhs. There wen; heavy- 
balances in the 24-Parg;)naH • (Hs. 
3,.63,89(>)> Midnapore (Hsr 3,37,291)), and 
Hurdwan (Hs. 3.3.5,457). The heavy 
balance at the credit of the 24-Parganas 
District Hoard is attributed to the 
unsp<‘nt balanec under “Civil Works”, 
jmn-paymeiit of the interest of the 
Magrahat drainage loan and the unspent 
b.'ilance of the Government contribution 
for the .Jabooria dniinago Kcluone while 
those in Midnapore and Hurdwan are 
partly due to increasc<l income from cess 
and partly to less expenditure under 
“ Civil Works ”. The largi? lialance in 
Midnapore was also swollen by the 
Gj)vornnient contribution hfr education. 
In Mymeusingh the balance rose from 
Hs. 50,533 to Hs. 2,22,248 which indicates 
some want of foresight or enterprizo. 

Qonoral ramarlis. —F^xcept in the case 
of the 24-Parganas, whore work was 
disorganizetl owing to disputes about the 
election of the now Hoard and the delay 
in the confirmation of the present Chair¬ 
man, th(i administration of the District 
Hoards by- non-official Chairman, so far 
as their funds permitted, was on t.he 
whole satisfactory. Most of the non¬ 
official Chairmen showtxi keen interest 
in their work and devoted a considerable 
j'art of tht>ir lime to the discharge of 
their onerous duties, even at the s.aeri- 
fi(H' of their professional interest. The 
members also evinced greater interest 
in the affairs of tlie Hoanl. It is rejuirted 
from one district that the meetings, whicli 
commence as a rule at al)OUt 2 or 3 p.m. 
often go on to a late hour of the night. 
Althouth the Hoards have done a great 
deal of useful work during the year lunler 
revi«Mv, their funds in most cases proved 
utterly inadequate to meet the many 
pressing demands upon tlffi#fcu‘Source8. 
The twenty-six District ^roards of 
the province are primarily responsible 
for the health and convenience of a 
population of more than 42 millions in an 
area of 70,0«)0 square miles. Their 
revenue in 1922-23 was a little more than 
115 lakhs, which allows an expenditure 
of 4 annas I pie per head. With this 
paltry sum it is oV)viously impossible 
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to provide every facility for water supply, 
drainage, improved commuiiicationH, edu¬ 
cation, sanitation and medical relief, etc., 
for which people in tiie urban areas pay 
nearly lifteen times as much. The (pies- 
tion of augmenting the roaouiTos of 
District Hoards was considered more 
than once at the annual conference of 
representatives of District Hoards. Tlio 
conference was 0})]iosed to any increase 
in the land c^s hut apjwoved the 
proposal to *k‘vy- a tax on carriages, 
including motor vehicles and upon*p(!r«ons 
attending melas as well as upon the 
owners of siudi melas. ft also proposed 
that District Hoards should he empower¬ 
ed to levy lic(‘nse f(H‘8 on private 
markets. A Hill providing for those 
measures as widl as other matters was 
introduced into th(' liegislative Council 
in August 192;^. The income of District 
Hoards will he slightly increased, if and 
when this Hill is passed into law, hut 
the amount ^^xpectod to he realized from 
these petty taxes will obviously be 
in8uffici<‘nff to ‘meet the many pressing 
.needs of the pijoplo. 'flu^ remedy lies in 
the organization of local resources for 
which ample scope is afforded by Union 
Hoards. The Hcngal Villagt* Self- 
Government Act was enacted with the 
express purpose of cr(!ating village 
organizations to deal with sanitation, 
rural water supplj’and such other village 
problems. It is hoped that the District 
Hoards in districts, where Union Hoards 
have not yet been formed, will realize 
this fact and make every (mdoavnur 
to establish and develop Union Hoards, 
as it is obviously impossible to protect 
the rural pojnilatioji from pestilence and 
disease without organising them into 
small village communities.

Our judgment was published in the Gaaette. If it be said that everyone does not read 
the Gazette, tlnr obvious answer is that it is a small electorate of intelligent business 
men, and any slight uii(|uiry why the first iductiun was set aside must have revealed the 
defect. A revision of the roll was asked for though late. The electors must bo consi¬ 
dered to have known the position very^Avell. There .'is a well established distinction 
between a candidate disqualified and a oandidute who is snbsequontiy found 

incapable of election. Notice is n<'Oenl!iHi>y in the latter case. The onse in 9 Common 
I’lcas (quoted by Parker, pages 27.'i), the case of Driiikwater (listingnisbed the ease 
quoted by Mr. Hose, vis., Queen’s neijeli, page 62!*. The elocUirs iiiiist have known 
that it hud boon held that Mr. Chakr.it^rti was disqualified. The votes given *by them 
uiiiHt bo treated as ludlities. The cast/in 23 Queen’s Bench, page 73 (Beresfon.! and Lady 
Sandhurst) is appositV We hold, thoMl.ure, that .Mr. Addy can claim the seat on the 
basis of the hj’e-oiection which has tawm place. 

ISSIMS Nos. 5 and 6. —Mr. Addy saiined four more votes in his petition. Mr. Biswas 
appearing for him gave up one vote, yz., the one mentioned in para 19(3). Evidence-was 
taken in respect of tho other three votss. It appears that Pratap Chandra Ganguly did not 
sign the ballot paper. It was arguodwhat nndur R.‘gnlation LVll absence of signaturo 
was not a ground for rejecting the vote. The Returning Officer was not in a position 
to know in tho absence of signature whether the particular elector had exercised his vote 
or not. The ballot paper wiis not ^mpleted. The Returning Officer was, therefore, 
right in rejecting the vote. I ■ 

The other two votes must be takenlihto consideration. Tribhuban Das Heorachand 
shown in the roll as snch, signed, IK namu as Tribhuban Heeracband. He has been 
examined. Mr. Chetty K. V. R. M. Rai/.anathau was described in the roll as “Messrs.'* 
instead of “ Mr.” by the placing of khe mark ’’ (ditto) under tho name of a firm so 
described and his vote was rejected os company vote. He has deposed that he does 
business for liimsolf alone. ObvionslX’ “ Messrs.” has been put down by mistake. It is 
argued that there is no misnomer claas|''as in the Representation of People's Act, 191k, 
and that mistake's cannot be correcti hero. Wo follow' the principles of English Law, 
however, in our decisions. 'The case o&Moorhonse versttli Linney, l!i Q.B.D., page 237, 
was quoted, hut a dilTerent decision^was given in Bowden versus Bisley, 21 Q.B.D., 
page 309. There is also the case in 23 Q.B.D., page 136. Tho roll is concinaivo, but 
evidence can bo given that a man had the right to exercise his vote. In the OI<lhani 
case (1 O'Malley and Ilardcastlo, page 1.53) Bradshaw was wrongly entered as William 
Mills. It was held that if a person was called by a wrong name in tho register, it raised 
a difficulty, but he could show that he w.is.yeally the man. There is tho Exeter case 
reported in 6 O’Malley and Hardcastle. William John Lungmead was on the rogister, 
but it was proved that he had left tho place three years ago. Earnest Langmead was tho 
occupier and really entitled to vote, and he voted in the honest belief that he had a right 
to vote. Ilis vote was couutu<l. We hold, therefore, that these two votes should be 
accepted and that Mr. Addy polled 17 votes. 

Tho vote given by Goiir Charan Law for Mr. Muralidhar Roy was rejected on tho 
ground that the signature is illegible. We have examined the ballot paper and tho 
counterfoil and we consider that there is no difficulty in holding that'ho voted for 
Mr. Muralidhar Roy. Wo hold, therefore, that this vote shoulil be counted and that 
therefore Mr. Roy polled 16 votes in the bye-election. Mr. Addy has thus a majority of 
one. In the circumstances mentioned above we hold that the election of Mr. Byomkesh 
Chakravarti should be declared nnll and void and Mr. .Ainulya Dhoue Addy declared duly 
elected. 

Tho Returning Officer maintains that he is not a necessary party. There is no 
provision in our law to join him as a party. We do not think, however, that in the 
circumstances of the case we can direct the petitioner to pay him his costa. 

We think the petitioner should got his costa in this case from Mr. Chakravarti. 
There was an adjournment for one day on his Counse' ^iromising to pjy the costs for that 
day. Wo recommend that Mr. Chakravarti should n ■ ■ •-<, the 

pleader's fees being estimated on the w.jj’Qlft J'

to accept. 

4. Though the situation during 1923 wapygrave, I was reluctant to 
invoke the powers conferred upon me by the '^ernmeht of India Act, until 
I was fully per^ded that all other means jMt dealing with the emergency 
had been exha,,<^d. My Government accordingly authorised the confinement 
of certain lexers of the criminal associatic^ I under the prbvisions of Regula¬ 
tion III of/1818. The movement was te’Jorarily checked, but new leaders 
were found and operations were resumeJT as is apparent from the dark 
•lecord of crime in the present year. I have therefore come to the conclu¬ 
sion, after the fullest consultation with the Local Government, that it is 
necessary to arm the Government of Bengal with special powers to deal 

Ih preparations for crime, with the object of protecting not only the 
neers of Government, whose lives are threatened, hut ee|ually private cltizejis, 
Lo have frequently been the innocent sufferers from such outrages, and 
/^Imisguided youths who^^e its tools and often themselves its victims. 1 am 
Evinced that preparalfmns and plans for criminal outrages are now so 
dangerously develope^Khat it is necessary to provide immediate safeguards 
by an Ordinanc^i^lt^rmanent measures to remedy the situation will in due 
course be preseJred by the Ix)cal Government. . 

5. T he O rdinance is directed solely to these eqds and will in no way 

touch the interests or liberties of any citizens, whether engaged 

in pri^Se or public affairs, so long as they do not connect themselves with 
viol^ criminal methods. The fundamental duty of Government is to 
preserve public security on which political advance and all the functions of a 
civilised social organism depend. And, as it is manifest that sound and 
‘permanent political progress cannot be accelerated by violence or threat of 

violence, so also I deem it ray duty and the duty of my Government to see 
that no violence or threat of violence shall operate to retard it. I and my 
Government will therefore proceed as we are doing along the line of 
political development laid down in »he declared policy of Parliament 
reaffirn/®iby His Majesty’s Government. Acting with these olijects and 
these intentions, I believe myself and my Government to be entitled to the 
support and co-operation of all those who have truly at heart the peace, the 
prosperity and the political future oTlfcft^ja.

RESOLUTION. 

No. 10850 P.— The 25th October 1924. 

The Governor in Council desires to take the earliest opportunity of 
explaining, as far as is possible at the present stage, the reasons which have 
led him to ask tlRNpovernor-General to }:’omulgate an Ordinance to supple¬ 
ment th^rdinarj' ciiminal law in Bengal. 

It i^^^|attcr of common knowledge that a revolutionary conspiracy 
existed duiing the years 1908 to 1917. The revolutionaries themselves no 
longer attempt to Conceal the fa^d®A#f^'oye described tlie movement in books 
and in articles in the^^ubhe Press. The onWt of that conspiracy was to over¬ 
turn by violent Mpaus the Government es widished by law in India. The 
leaders^JtPght'i^^iifeve this object by the^-ead of revolutionary ideas and 
the collection of arms, vvith a view to rising irf rebellion when the time was ripe. 
The means adopted were the preaching of race hatred and of revolution as 
a religious duty and the organisation of disciplined secret societies. |Funds 
for this purpose were obtained by robberies with violence, and imrnurujy for 
the criminals was sought by intimidation.. Everyone who hampered the move¬ 
ment or contributed.to the punishment of the criminals was t^eateuerl with 
assassination, many Government officials were actually mu^jj-rfSd and a reign 
of terror was gradually established in Bengal. All ordinary methods of 
dealing with crime failed to check the movement; .^le leaders have freely 
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boasted, in.the books tlTey have since written, of the powerlessness of Governs' 
nicnt to deal with their conspiracy by means oAhe ordinary law*, and Bengal 
was only rescued in the end from the tyranny okJ,his band of murderers by 
the use of Regulation III of 1818 and the powe^ which the Government 
obtained under the Defend of India Act. The* (Iti^imcy waa effectively 
ciushed by these means and^' the ptnA'ers had been reflfii^K^ Government, 
it could iievei' have been revi\ 

c 

After the Royal Proclamatitltt of 1919, all persons who werofStilliinterned 
wore released. Many of those \|ho were dealt Avith under th^ Defence of 
India Act subsequently abandoXd the idea of violent revoliltion. The 
amnesty was gradually, extended\o the comparatively small group of 
irreconcilables, the leaders of the movement, who had been detained in jail. 
It was hoiked that the op})ortunitie.s for political advance offered by' the 
Reforms would change their attitrrde towards Government, but these hopes 
have not been realised. T^ese men still believe that none but^ violent means 
can accoifiplish their object, and they are convinced that the fact that any 
concession was made at all was solely due to fe«T caused by their terrorist 
movement. As soon as they, were released they wegan to reorganise their 
societies and to tvork seiTetly on the old lines, though they took advantage 
of the experience which they had gained to avoid the mistakes to which they 
attributed their previous failure. Two facts may be noticed at this point. 
The first is that the revival of the terrorist conspiracy Avas encouraged by 
the belief that Goverrtpient could no longer deal with it effectively. The 
second is that though from the very nature of the conspiracy with which they 
are confronted, the Government are unable to take the pirblic as fully into 
their confidence as they would wislr r^aiding its existence and its interi+ions, 
since secret organisations which employ the rveapons of assassination and 
terrorism have necessarily to be dealt with by secret methods, yet they have 
throughout had information, which has been tested and proved reliably, of 
the movements and activities of the leaders of the terrorist party and are now 
satisfied that it would be highly dangerous to allow the movement to lemain 
unchecked any longer. 

The terrorist leaders who had cunstantly preacjre'd violence only 

road to independence natirrally had no faith in non-violent noj^^!r?operation. 
They realised, however, that the policy of non-violence had been generally 
accepted and during the years 192Qf<*’'.‘S'*4f9^ they wei'e content to stand by 
and watch events, whilst using anC form of organisation in order to extend 
their influence with a view' to^|^.ure actiorr. Later, en9ei|^urs w'ere made 
to organise asrams on lines simrfcr to those which played so importsiiit a part 
in former movements. Leading members of the two main organisations: 
have been very active in propaganda work and in recruiting new members, 
partir/darly from the student class. Every cause of unrest was exploited 
and f'ery centre of agitation utilised for the dissemination of terrorism and 
thacaptrrre of new recruits ' Rer ent events at Tarakeswar, . which attjracted 
from all parteof Bengal impressionable youths in a high state of excitement, 
fSfford the latSN^^ample of how an agitation wholly unconnected with the 
terrorist movement was utilised by the leaders of that movement to swell 
their numbers. 
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^ The conspirators are also known to have raanufa^ured a new and big^ily 
dangerous type of bomb and^ have secured considerable quantities of arms 
and ammunition. These viptopons have been used in some of the outrages 
^ich have occurred dumg llie past two years, ^d it is significant that the 
ammunitioe^used occasions was of a ^eign make which cannot be 

obtained la”’^""*-H^maia. 

The events of the last two year.. ^_ ith in greater details la 

May 10^ one section of the terrorist parfys which hkd recently been conspir¬ 
ing to assassinate police officers, especially Mr. Tegart, who had recently 
^•eturned India as Commissioner of Pc^e.'enibaijced upon a campaign of 
dacoity and.njurder, partly in order to secure funds^but partly also in order 
to accustom their men to violent action and to terrorise any who might lie 
incKbed to oppose them. They first committed a dacoity with double murder 
at Kona near Howrah; in the same month the Ultadingi post office was looted. 
Th^ same gang committed the robberj' with nmrBer at Garpar Road on the 
30th July in which firearms were again used. The murder of the ^nkarilola 
postmaster followed. The investigations into this case resulted, in., full 
corroboration of the information already in the possession of Government and 
proved conclusively that these outrages were all the work of a particular 
group of the party. 

^ Seven members of this group were put on trial in the Alipore conspiracy 
^ 80 , but many of the facts in the possession of Government could not be placed 
before the Court and they were eventually acquitted. Some of the accused 
who had not previously admitted their guilt stated subsequently that they had 
taken part in these outrages and that the immediate object of the conspiracy 
wa;^he assassination of police officers—a cons])iracy which was continued 
even whilst they were in jail as under-trial prisoner's. 

^ The situation after these outrages had been committed was serious. The 
livA of the officers of Government were in imminent danger and it was clear 
that, unlesa immediate action was taken, terroj’ism and crime would spread 
and Bengal wouH be again exposed to the dangers and horrors of the previdus 
outbrer^ of violpnf evolutionary crime. Several of the chief leaders were 
accord^j^ incarcera^Mji under Regulation III of 1818. This action came 
as a surpr^ ^d checked the "movement for the time being, but not for long. 
New leaders were found and operations were resumed. In December a 
robbery of Rs. 17,000, the proiffet^Tu'^Assam-Bengal Railway, was com 
mitted at Chittago^^by four bhadralok yciMhs armed with revolvers. Subse 
quent police ini^tigations showed that certi^’jfc bhadralok youths were hiding 
in suspicious circumstances in a house in'pillage at some distance from 
Chittagong. The search of this house ten days after the robbery led to the 
discovery of a number of weapons and ammunition which included cartridges 
of the foreign type mentioned above. The attempt to arrest the occuiWnts of 
the house led to a running fight between them and a body of polic^ and 
villagers and to the arrest of two youths with fitearms in their possession. 
An attempt was made to decoy from his house one of tl^ chief^tnesses in the 
robbery case with the obvious intention of murdering hijnCTand on the ne^^ 
evening a Sub-Inspector who had arrested one of the accused in this case and 
knew the^ther members of the gang by sight was at Chittagong.

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.. It has been mentiiked above that the assassination of certain poli^ 
officers had long been c<5||»mplated by the terfl^rist party and that some of 
the persons who were ac^itted jn the Alipore'^eonspiracy case stated that 
this was the immediate obWt of the conspiracy. .In the early part of 192S 
[jersons were found to be w^tehing the movements officeia'and thmr^ 

residences. These watchers themselves placed unal?^9i;^rvation and 
traced to places which were k]^|wn to be haunts of the cons|h(^tor8. 

In January 1924 Mf. Day was murdered in Calcutta by Mohan 

Saha in miltake for Mr. Tegart, and in April Mr. Bruce was firetf at in 
Harrison Road in circumstances ^ich suggest that this w'as a sifciilar case 
of mistaken identity. The aramuni^on used in the murder of Mr. Day and 
in the Chittagong murder was also of the foreign type already referred to. 

In March a bomb factory was discovered in Calcutta fully egui^ed 
with explosives aftd implements loading and fittin^.bomb-shelli, of 
which & number, both loa^d and unloaded, were found, 'fcis discovery 
showed not’ only the existence of an efficient organisation but also a high 
degree of scientific knowledge, since the bombs used marked a distinct 
advance on anything which had previously come to light, being modelled 
on, the Mills bomb and loaded with ammonium picrate. Police investiga¬ 
tion into this case led to the discovery of one of the Mauser pistols stolen 
from Messrs. Rodda & Co. in 1914 and also a revolver find ammunition. 
Alwut the same time a young bhadralok was severely injured whilst hand¬ 
ling explosives at Faiidpur. In May three youths were seen to reconnoitre 
a building occupied by police officers in circumstances which pointed strongly 
to an intention to throw a bomb. ..In July a well-known member of the 
party was arrested in the streets of Calcutta with a fully loaded revolver 
in his possession, for which offence he was convicted by the Chief Presi¬ 
dency Magistrate. 

At the end of July the public were startled by the appearance of'ihe 
“ Red Bengal ” leaflets, tiie first issue of which announced the initiation 
of a campaign of assassination of police officers, and warned the public 
that (Sny one interfering would meet the same fate. second issue, 

which appeared shortly afterwards, impressed on th(<^^'political le^jj^rs of 
Bengal the necessity for the existence of an a^me violencj^i^^rty and 
indicated that this party had come to stay. Government dre now in a 
position definitely to state that printed in Calcutta and 

were issued by a certain section this party of violel^. Terrorist litera¬ 
ture of this type, so familiar ii^ne campaign of 1914—l^j^j^ercises a most 
baneful effect on the minds of Ifc student community, whjle the publication 
and wide distribution to carefully selected persona simultaneously through¬ 
out the province is indicative by itself of the existence of a widespread 
organi^tion behind it. Among a large number of persons to whom the 
Jeafle^ were sent were a Magistrate who held the identification parade in 
the .^litpore conspiracy case,, a witness in the case against Gopi Mohan Saha, 
and the Jud^who tried and the Standing Counsel who prosecuted in the 

b c^. ^ 

On the night of the 22nd of August a bomb of the same type as those 
referred to above was l^irled into a khaddar shop at 25, Mirzapur Street^

-alcutta. ,The bomb explod^ and killed on the one man in thashop 
and severely wounded anot]^. The third occuprjit of the shop, Sisir 
Kumar Gho^, who was dealt with under Regul^on III of 1818 in con- 
nebtion with the revolu^nary campaign of 191«—18, jumped out of the 
^shop in pumuit of j^fg^vidual who, he state'^ actually threw the bomb. 
This man, Basa|jil?3tflimar Dhenki, was captv,^. Another arrest was also 
made on at the time of a youth naj^d. Santi Lai Chakrabartti. 

They wen|||Rth placed on their trial at the^last High Court Sessions. Santi 
Lai wa^ffnanimously acquitted by the verdict of the jury/Sind was discharged. 
Basanta |^umar.Dhenki, who was found^ot guilty by a divided* verdict of 
7 to 2 and 8 to 1 on two different chafes, was remanded in custody for 
.•I'e-trial by the presiding Judge, who diiiagreed with the verdict of .the jury. 
Sai||iLal was released from the Sessions Court on the 29th of September. 
His cfcad body was found shockincly mutilated between Dum Dum and 
BelgfiaT ia on Uiiigiftrly morning of the'sW^Octobe'jie ^ 

• The abo>p is a very brief outline of the outward manifestaj^ioA of .the 
existence of a violent conspiracy as disclosed by overt acts which a?e already 
public property, buf apart from these specific cases, Govermment are in 
pos.session of information, which has come from various sources arid from 
different parts of the province, which shows that during the course of the 
<!urrent year the epnspirators have, in addition, attempted to assassinate police 
officers, high Government officials, and members of their own organisations 
whom they suspect of giving information to the authorities. No less than 
five such attempts are known to have been made diiring and .subsequent to 
July last. The fact that the intended victims escaped death at the hands 
of niiscreants, who set forth armed with bombs and pistols to murder them, 
car^nly be attributed to Providence. In some cases the assassins suspected 
police vigilance, in others they were thwarted by the unexpected movements 
of ^eir intended victims. It is impossible, in view of the confidential nature 
of l\is information, to make public precise details of these particular plots, 
but the information regarding them is being continually confirmed by subse¬ 
quent events an^rom other sources. 

A ^ief referefflte may here be made to the campaign in the Press and 
on juibl^blatforms, vnfisch has proved so effective an agency in assisting the. 
party to pdwa^ their or^nisation and increase their numbers. This cam¬ 
paign started in • 1922 and has grown in intensity. The eulogy of old 
revolutionaries, the idealising ^<yho committed murders and other 

crimes, and the p'j^cation of their biogrfc'*^hie8, have all been resorted to 
with the obvioi^if*mtention of inciting the ‘ •' dh of Bengal to follow their 
example. Aiticles’still appear daily in tht^ndian Press fomenting racial 
hatred and verging as near to incitements to violence as the law admits. 

As the foregoing facts show, the situation has become increiisingly 
serious during the past two years. In June last the terrorist campai,\n was 
given a great impetus by the resolution of the Bengal Provincial C,Vfer-'< 
ence t^hich e.xpres8ed admiration for the spirit oT self-sacrifice exhibited by 
Gopi Mohan Saha. The effects of the resolution wertv^lectriml-i it is by far 
the m(^t potent recruiting instrument which has ever fct^n placed in the'^. 
hands of the organisers of violent crime and has been a continual incite¬ 
ment to the youth of Bengal to take to violent ways, 
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At present then t^e is in Bengal a lar^e criminal associatmn secretly; 
organised and equippe^or a campaign, the immediate object of which is 
to paralyse Government Kf the assassination of their officers. I'he existence 
of this association is nov^ admitted in all quarters and its magnitude Wiis 
strikingly emphasised b;^Mr. C. R. Das in a interview with the 

Press. It is daily inereasin)^:in strength and, as in iw'^^rs before 1915, 
ordinary meaSures have failed Jo check it. The situation mlilK become so 
serious that the Governcp* in Co&icil is forced to ask that he armed 

with the f>xtraordino,ry powers which will alone enable him to dea^with it 
effectively. He has therefore deejided to summon the Legislati^ Council 
without delay to consider measures'^f legislation which will be placed befbre 
it to that end. This legislation wilf follow the lines of the Defence of India 
Act and Rules which proved effective in crushing the conspiracy of 191^^18 
which had the same aims, the same m^hods, and largely the sameJla£^^Fs as 
the conspiracy of to-day. ■'’'^ .^s tlSe ufmnimous opinionjaljBjS^ho examined 
the., qufcstiqp that it is impossible to deal with terrorist erme under the 
ordinary law or through the ordinary Courts, and that the powders given 
by the Defence of India Act and Rules proved an effective weapon, whilst 
no other powers have ever been suggested as really effective. Regtdation III 
of 1818 is not well adapted to deal with the situation; it can be used to 
deal with irreconcilable leaders, but is unnecessarily harsh for dealing with 
the rank and file of the conspiracy, among whom are men who may become 
leaders, potential assassins and recruits, who must be dealt with if the 
movement is to be chet^ed but can be dealt wdth by the milder method of 
internment. Had Government possessed those powers earlier, they would 
have used them against the muMerers of the Sankaritola postmaster and 
Mr. Day, both of whom were known before the murders were committ^' Vas 
recent recruits of the conspiracy, and would thus not only have averted 
the outrages, but prevented these youths from becoming active criminals. 
Tlie legislation will further provide for a special procedure for trying pei^ons 
accused of violent crime. Terrorism of witnesses and juries, failure of juries 
through fear to return verdicts in accordance evith the evidence, the murder 
of witnesses and persons who have confessed or turned Kifig’s evidehc-e, the 
fear of witnesses to disclose facts within their knoj?^dgte—all qr^i’Sbi.ne to 
render justice unobtainable under the existing Jf^w. These l^tis already 
operated in iiioie than one recent case. 

The legislation will not give^l^overnment any ejR^ordinary powers to 
deal with sedition, with industri ^ movements or with coraSf^'al disturbances, 
even though they may menace ^^maintenance of order; cases'of this kind will 
be left to the ordinary Courts, it is aimed solely at the secret criminal con¬ 
spiracy, which has terrorism as its object or method. The Governor in Council 
is collated that the large majority of the members view terrorist conspiracy 
jghl^ie same abhorrence as he himself. The necessity for dealing with this 
teri^st movement swiftly and effectively, so as to ensure the arrest qf the 
most dangers conspirators without giving them warning which would 
'^^able them^ v^rry on and direct the conspiracy whilst in hiding, has 
compelled the Governor in Council to ask the Governor-General to prollliulgate 
an Or dinance on the lines which the Bill will follow. 
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The Governor in Council regiets that he has beejjforcea by circiinistauces 
to have teoomife t© tliese extraordinary measures, wlj^h are repugnant to him 
but iWhe situation with which Be was fjonfroutedJp had no alternative.

RULES. 

Time and place of sitting. 

i. Commissioners may sit for the trial rt any offence cognisable by them at such 
times and placee as may bo convenient. 


Appointment and pewers of President 


2. (a) The President of the Commis ^pners shall be such one of the Commissioners 

as the liocul Government may nominate ini^fA|fe^lf. 

(b) The. President shall determine the timw of fitting, shall pronounce the orders 
and judgment of-the Commissioners and shall ha* * power to regulate all »nattem 
incidrata! to anudBlal before the Commi8sioner8.,^e record of the evidence shall 
ordinarilfiSB mi^y the President, and the jud**»t shall ordinarily be written by, 
or from we dictation of, the President. 

(c) All or any of the duties specified in sub-sed^ (6) may, with the consent of the 
President, be performed by .oither of the other Com^Bsioners. 


Issue Of prooesses. 



3 (a) All letters, requisitions, warrants, notices and other processes issued by the 

Commissioners shall be issued over the signature of the^ President, or failing him, over 
that of any one of the Commissioners. 

(b) The Commissioners shall be entitled to use either their Mmseal, or the real of

10. If any accused persM at any staple of the procoediiiRs is prevented by illness 
or other cause from being phMcut, the Commissioners may dire<!t that he be allowed to 
anpear in Court bv a plcadoj^and the trial shall thereupon proceed notwithstauding the 
ansence of the sain accusedillRrson. 


Conduct of Pros^ 

11. Any Public Prosecutor, any Police tjlieer of or above the rank of. Court

Execution of Jbitences. 

12. When any sentence is passed by the Commissionftrs, they shall, in causing the 
sentence to be carried out, observe the procedure pi'escuibed for a Court in Chapter 
XXVm of the Code. 


Successor in office to the Commissioners. 

13. Foi' Ibe purposes of section 389 of the Code, tl'.e District Magis^ra^e ofr the 
listrict in which the trial took place shall he deemed lo he the successor in office of the 
kmmissioners. > 


Detention and remand.

<h) Any D^tnitt Magi-strate shall have power to remand to custody any jicrson in 
resjtcct of wl^n an order has been made under sub-section (1) of section .3 of the 
Oi'dinance unti such time as the Commissioners order that the accused shall be brought 
before them tM- trial. • 


Forms. 

. The forms prescribed in the Fifth Schedule to the Code may be used, with 
suen cnauges as may oe required in each case, for the pi-oceodings of the Commissioners. 


Deposit of records. 

Iti. The records of cases tried by Commissioners shall he deposited in the record- 
room of the District Magistrate of the district in which the trial is held.
